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CITY GOVERNMENT. 


Kxclnslvo of street railway matters there 
was but n short docket at Mondayevening’g 
meeting of the boanl of aldermen. Hear- 
ings of unusual length and debate of usual 
Importance eon mined about four hours. 
President Knmv lion occupied the chair. 

The first business was a hearing. 

HKAltlXUS. 

There were speakers at two of the three 
hearings on the docket. They talked until 
nearly 10 o’clock. It was the same old in- 
exhaustible topic— street railway location. 
The first petition on which a hearing was 
given was that of the Waltham, Newton & 
Forest Hills street railway company for 
location in Waltham, Crafts and Walnut 
streets, Lowell avenue, Homer, Beacon, 
Centre, Cypress, Parker and Dedham 
streets. 

Mr. Carpenter for the street railway: 
This petition is asked in order that there 
may bo a direct line from Waltham to 
Forest Hills. Regarding the call for the 
road it can he seen there is a need for the 
track from Waltham to Xewtonville. New- 
tonville is fast becoming the center of the 
city. It has the High school, the Newton 
Club, the Masonic temple and many of the 
street railways make this a central point. 

There is a great deal of travel from Wal- 
tham. The construction of our line would 
complete a cross country connection be- 
tween Newton and Lowell, Bedford and 
Lexington. 

There is a line already to Waltham, but 
it is indirect. The trip would be much 
shorter by our route. 1 am informed that 
there have been requests for a line over this 
location from the residents. It certainly 
would open up taxable property. 

Although another line would like this 
location we claim we were first in the field. 
Possibly to head us off they have asked 
this permission. If it had not been for 
ours possibly this other petition might not 
have been filed. The others might refuse 
transfers. We would bo willing to enter 
into any equitable arrangement. It would 
not be a detriment but bring trade into the 
city. 

Mr. Carneuter spoke of the probable 
necessity of double trucks. His rotid would 
gladly enter into an agreeable arrangement 
to share expense with the city. He con- 
tinued speaking of the benefit his road 
■would prove as a connecting link, and 
thought it as early in the field with its peti- 
tion as any other road. 

Mr. Hinds, another of the petitioners.en- 
dorsed briefly Mr. Carpenter’s remarks. 
He was sure the road would be a “good 
thing,” and hoped it would meet with the 
favorable consideration of the committee, 
lie thought his company had the prior 
right. 

The remonstrants outnumbered the peti- 
tioners almost ten- fold. Senator A. L. 
Harwood was first. He represented him- 
self and residents of Beacon street, along 
which a portion of the proposed lino would 
run. Senator Harwood first read a petition 
signed by all residents on Beacon street 
from Walnut to Centre street. These pe- 
titioners, 28 in all. thought there was no 

I iublic necessity, that trees would have to 
>e sacrificed, and that a street railway 
would be greatly to the detriment of Bea- 
con street. 

Mr. Harwood said there was no public 
necessity. That such a "connecting link” 
as had been described by the petitioners 
was also unnecessary. Of course street 
widening would be necessary if the peti- 
tion was granted, and the board of alder- 
men should be careful in granting such a 
location, that it would be indemnified. 
About the increase of travel, Mr. Har- 
wood thought but little. Our taxes are as 
high now as we can stand, uml perhaps 
this street railway would be a good thing 
to tuke us to the poor farm on one side or 
Tewksbury on the other, and ultimately 
Forest O Ills. 

The speaker read letters from William E. 
Webster and Col. E. H, Haskell, uttering 
earnest protests. They felt there was no 
need of the road, and that it would involve 
a street widening for which the city would 
be called upon to share a great expense. 

Senator Harwood favored consolidation. 
At present, however, the city was well 
served by the roads in operation. He 
closed, expressing his hope that if it was 
found necessary to grunt this petition that 
another street than Beacon should be se- 
lected. 

Mr. Joseph Byers had a petition with 
over fifty signers, who firmly remonstrated. 
They represented all Lowell avenue pro- 
perty owners and residents from Water- 
town street to <nis street, on both sides. 

Mr. Byers failed to see any good reason 
for a route to Forest Hills. Lowell avenue 
had been laid out with the express under- 
standing that it should be kepi in its pres- 
ent condition. 

President Know lton then read protests 
from W. S Appleton. Oak Hill, and the 
ofiicers and executive committee of the 
Newton Centre Improvement Society. 

Mr. R. M. Saltonstall said, ‘‘we are light- 
ing two corporations. We fought a paper 
corpora ion against locations on 1'urker and 
Dedham streets. At present the public is 
well accommodated. If this line of the 
Walt hum A Forest Hills company was put 
in, there would have to he trees destroyed, 
and much of the attractiveness of Oak 
Hill abolished. The street i ail wavs are 
playing a grab game with the city. We do 
not wish to make Newton attractive for 
people of Chelsea, Everett, Lowell, Biller- 
ica and other places. Newton is the home 
of business men, and should not lie riddled 
with street railways.” 

Mr. N. II Chadwick forcibly protested 
against the location of any street railway 
on Lowell avenue. 

Mrs. I). C. Heath made a clear and con- 
cise statement, in which she called the 
board's attention to the fact that when 
Lowell avenue was widened it was the 
specific agreement that tiie avenue should 
not be encroached upon by street railways. 
Mrs. Heath said t ae terms of the agree- 
ment were very clear and to thiseifeot. 
They wen- wi file with the city clerk. 
Resident.') of N'ewtonville gave 81 *., 28 ) to 
have Lowrll avenue tai l out as it is, and 
she thou glit the hoard should coasi lor this. 
^■Mrs. Heath continuHd speaking of the 
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was the next speaker. 
Among the interesting points brought out 
in his remarks was the suggestion that if 
there was need of more street railway looa I 
lions they should he given to existing 
lines. He appealed to the hoard to preserve 
lieac ili street. 

Prof. J. M. English spoke much in the j 
same vein. During his urgument, he said 
lie thought Waltham mid West Roxbury 
were the lust two places on earth to con- I 
nect by street railways. Prof. English ! 
thought there was too much street railway j 
business before the board, uml that a ; 
quietus should be put on this sort of mat- 
ter. 

Messrs. 11. Bennett, P. If. Bradley, 
Upham and Young were also earnest re- I 
llioiistruiits. 

Mr. Samuel Powers, appearing in remon- ! 
t trance, uml for the Newton street railway, 1 
was the next speaker, lie said, “1 would 1 
not speak on this subject unless 1 knew I 
tiie board to be fond of street railway hear- | 
ings, ami that no hearing is considered a 
success unless it lasts unti 10 o'clock.” I 

“1 am on the side w ill, the people for i 
ome.” Mr. Powers presented petitions ! 
from Newtouville residents, containing I 
in all about 4un names. Every siguer was 
opposed to the granting of the petition, j 
According to the hearliug they felt the ser- . 
vice at present sufficiently adequate to 
in eet ull demands. 

Mr. Powers said tiie Newtou street rail- 1 
way, tiie Newton A Boston, tiie Wellesley : 
A Boston and the West Roxbury A New- 1 
ton street railways about covered the terri- 
tory asked for by Mr. Carpenter's road. 

lie continued, saying that two years ago | 
tiie Newton street railway had presented a 


petition to the Waltham city government 
asking for a location on High street. This 
meant a line from Waltham to Newton- 
ville. This, he thought, was evidence that 
the Newton street railway was willing to 
build such a line before the Waltham. New 
ton A- Forest Hills line offered its petition. 

As an announcement, Mr. Powers wished 
to state that the Newtou street railway had 
effected recently a system of transfers with 
all but one road in the city of Newton. 

If n third line, such ns the one proposed 
were built, Mr. Powers thought that the 
citizens would be getting a good thing in 
the way of connection with Waltham, nut 
there was danger of getting too numb of a 
good thing. 

He thought tiie reference to the West 
Roxlmry A- Newton street railway as well 
a* that named in the present petition which 
Mr. Saltonstall said ‘‘existed oil panel’.” 
was cruel and unjust. Other roads, some 
of which Mr. Saltonstall was connected 
with, had once existed on paper. 

“As to Mr. Carpenter's road,” said Mr. 
Powers, “So long as it stays on paper its 
all right.’’ 

Mr. Powers spoke of the small dividends 
tiie road- of Newton had paid, and thought 
some people had an idea that street railway 
stock in Newton were like copper stocks. 
It was no bonanza, and as a stockholder he 
had found speculation in street railway 
stocks entirely different. In conclusion, lie 
thought consolidation mi excellent tiling. 

Mr. Carpenter said the arguments put 
forward in remonstrance were the same 
that every road 1m I met, and therefore 
were not as forcible as they might be. He 
wished it understood that his company was 
not a foreign corporation. 

At this point Mr. Ryers, one of the re- 
monstrants, rend the li.-tof the stockholders 
and the numb r of shares each held. This 
showed non-residents of Newton to possess 
as many as Newton’s citizens. 

At 9.80 o’clock the hearing was closed. 

II K A Itl NO XUM1IBU TWO 

The second to command the board’s at- 
tention was a re-opening of the hearing 
upon the petition of the Wellesley & Bos- 
ton street railway for location in Ue&oon 
& Woodward streets. 

Mr. W. C. Strong said It was true Waban 
residents desired connections with Boston 
bystreet railways, but not the route pro- 
posed in this netition. 

The connections between Waban and 
other villages by street railways were 
sufficient to suit residents. Tiie proposed 
route would not serve in any way to give 
the residents the communication with Bos- 
ton. which they desired They could not 
look upon it ns a benefit. If tracks were 
laid it would necessitate the widening of 
streets. Valuable trees would have to be 
removed, and Woodward street would bo 
seriously damaged. It was true that the 
residents would like to have tiie tracks of 
tiie Commonwealth avenue line laid on 
Chestnut street. 

Mr. Powers suid that if these tracks 
were laid, a single line would connect 
Lower Falls with Waban, Highlands. 
Eliot, and Upper Falls. It would meet the 
needs of all these villages, and not be 
a competitor of the Commonwealth ave- 
nue line. Mr. Strong had perhaps for- 
goten that he had signed two petitions. 
There could be no objection on the part of 
Waban residents unless they should prefer 
the tracks to be run on another street. Of 
course the free transfer system would be 
extended to this line. Leaving the Com- 
monwealth avenue line out of the question 
everybody favored the proposition of the 
petitioners, aud thought it an excellent 
plan. 

Messrs. Pratt and Bacon appeared in 
remonstrance, and at 9.48 the hearing was 
dosed.

COMMITTEE UK POUTS. 

The journal committee recommended the 
approval of the records of last meeting. 

l lie committee oil ordinances submitted 
uu ordinance relative to salaries. The 
majority and minority reports of this com- 
mittee on ordinances relative to time given 
the city by heads of departments were laid 
over until next meeting. The majority re 
port was to the effect that it was “inexpedi- 
ent to pass said proposed ordinance ” 

Although a report from the public pro- 
perty committee recommending the sum of 
880,000 for a brick almshouse uud stable, 
was received, the order to this effect was 
not presented. 

Tiie sewer committee recommended the 
taking of laud in Adams avenue, Ward 8, 
for sewer purposes. 

Martin C. Laflie was reappointed con- 

From the mayor was received a partial 
veto ol the order of last week providing 
for the expenditure of 810,170 for highway 
reconstruction. Thu mayor thought this 
amount excessive at the present time, as 
some of this work might as well be post- 
poned. He thought the following streets 
should be stricken out: Boylston street, 
Brookline line to Jackson street, $8,000; 
California street, Watertown line to Faxon 
street, $8,000; Crafts street, Walnut to 
Washington, 87,150; Washington street, 
Commonwealth aveuue to Woodland 
bridge, $8,000. A total of $22,850. 

A motion was made that this matter be 
recoin milted. Alderman White said he 
hoped it would not prevail. These streets 
were all in need of repair, and although 
the amount had heeu left oil the budget by 
the finance committee this year, he felt that 
it was wise to bring it before the hoard 
now, aud that it should be adopted. 

A Iderman Morton thought by recommit- 
ting the report a possible arrangement sat- 
isfactory to all, might be made. 

Aldermeu Chesley aud Weldon were 
both confident that ull these streets should 
be repaired, and that to muiiitaiu the stand- 
ard of good roads in Newton the order 
should be passed, regardless of the mayor’s 
partial veto.

The street railway committee reported 
recommending the granting of a location to 
the West Roxlmry A Newton street rail- 
way company with the addition to the 
order “that said company shall become 
legally organized within sixty dajs from 
the passage of said order." 

An order to this effect was adopted, not 
without discussion, however. 

The committee on rules was ordered to 
consider these amendments tothe rules and 
l orders of the board : 

"All votes in the several committees of 
the hoard upon reports or recommenda- 
tions shall he by yeas and nays, and a 
; record kept. 

„ ’Reports and recommendations made by 
the several committees shall state the 
majority and minority vote, by which the 
same were adopted. 

“The monthly appropriation reported 
I from the finance committee shall bo printed 
; and sent by mall to members, at least one 
day before the presentation of the same to 
the board of aldermen. 

“A remodeling of the rule relating to the 
adoption of ordinances. A remodeling of 
the rule relating to repeal and amendment 
to the rules and orders.” 

The West Roxlmry A Newton street rail- 
way was granted a location on Dedham 
ami Darker streets. 

The street railway committee favored 
the granting to the Newton A* Boston street 
railway a turnout location on Walnut street 
near Fisher avenue, provided the present 
turnout on Walnut street near Forest 
street is removed. 

THE COMMONWEALTH AVENUE LINE. 

This matter first came up as a committee 
report. It will be remembered that at the 
last meeting of the board the street railway 
committee favored giving this road a locu- 
tion on Boylston, Centro, Paul and Cypress 
streets. At that session an order to the 
effect was amended, giving this road the 
location on Boylston and Centre street to 
the Boston & Albany tracks. It was re- 
committed then for reconsideration. 

On last Monday evening the street rail- 
way committee brought in a report favoring 
a location on Centre street. Apparently 
entirely new, yet the same ns called for in 
the amendment of a week before. 'This 
caused no end of talk. 

About the same line of argument was ad- 
vanoed, and for ub mt an hour the matter 
was heard. Alderman Dana offered as an 
amendment that the location should bo on 
Boylston, Centre, Paul and Cypress streets. 

It was finally put to vote, and his amend- 
ment was carried, 18 to 7. Not without 
more discussion was the order put through, 
but at last the location was given to the 
Commonwealth avenue street rail wav. 
There are several clauses to pacify the 
more exacting members. One says the 
tracks will come up in Paul and Cypress 
streets as soon as the grade crossings are 
abolished. Another, that transfers will be 
given for the nearest points, and upon the 
main line or any branch of the Common- 
wealth avenue street railway.

We thank you for the loyalty and devo- 
tion that you have shown, and we are just- 
ly proud of your record that has come to us 
in these waiting months. You wont forth 
with the fires of putt lotistn burning in your 
hearts, eager for a chance to vindicate your 
country’s honor 

The weariness and privations of camp 
life were a hard discipline for you, hut the 
way you have borne the suffering and 
duties incident to such u life, lias won for 
you all fresh laurels in our hearts. 

Tliut you have returned with your ranks 
untliinned by the enemy’s bullets is a 
source of great thankfulness to us all. 

Tliut your ranks have been invaded by 
death bus brought grief to many hearts, 
ami the memory of those brave boys whom 
we laid to rest Is cherished by us all. 

You liave cause to bo thank I ul for the 
efficiency and faithfulness of your captain, 
and it is a pleasure to know that your duty 
to him lias been as faithfully discharged as 
his to you. . ... 

We, as citizens, thunk Capt. Springer, 
for his untiring devotion to his duty uml 
his men. 

In closing 1 will only say, that we trust 
you will as carefully guard your individual 
honor ami integrity as you have those ot 
your city and your nation ; if so, no city of 
our common wealth will boast of a more 
efficient uml loyal company than the city 
of Newton.” . , , 

The mayor wus cheered lustily as was 
Cupt. Springer, the next speaker. Capt. 
Springer’s toast was "The Clallin Guard, 
we sent them forth with prayers uml tears. 
Wo welcome their home coming with 
thanksgiving and relololug.” 

('apt. Springer said in part: ”Wa uro 
very much obliged for this enthusiastic 
welcome. I desire to thank you in behalf 
of my company ami myself. We have been 
absent nine months; we have not seen a 
Spiiuiuid, but we havo had a varied experi- 
ence. Our battles were with hard winter 
weather. This pust lias been the hardest 
winter the south has seen for years. Sev- 
eral mornings the thermometer registered 
from 6 to H degrees below zeio. Our tents 
oftentimes resembled guuze tents. 

"There was lots of suffering, and but 
little kicking from Co. C. There was un 
impression that Co. C was badly off , uml 
all sick, as its mess tent wus utilized as a 
hospital. It was not a company hospital, 
but a regimental hospital. Others were 
worse off than Co. 0. 

"Thunks to the citizens, Co. ( was pro- 
vided witli many things tliut made it much 
eusicr to meet the difficulties. 

’•Greenville weather was most unpleu- 
sunt. There were torrents of rain. For 
the fith. however, everything wusdonethut 
wus usked for. 1 think one of the pleasant 
feat tires was the Army Christian tent fur- 
nished by the Y. M. C. A. This wus the 
greatest boon to the boys. 

"The worst thing of ull wus Greeny lie 
mud. it wus 2 or 3 feet deep, mid horrible 
to wulk through. . . 

"it bus taken us three days to get buck, 
and 1 know the men are very tired. 1 wish 
to tuy here tliut the nou-oom missioned off - 
eers of Co. C uro us good us any. I wish 
to thunk them for what they have done.” 
Cupt. Sprluger closed tliuukiug the G. A. 


In Scribner’s is continued Colonel Roose- 
velt's story of the Rougli Riders, and the 
illustrations with this number are particu- 
larly interesting. A serial, by A. T. (Qnili- 
er-Couch, is begun— "The Ship of Stars:” 
there is a good Adirondack story of back- 
woodsmen by Henry Van Dyke, and a 
bright newspaper story by Jesse Lynch 
Williams. Stevenson’s letters are con- 
tinued, Senator Hoar contributes some 
more political reminisoense*, and William 
James husu wise paper on "The Gospel of 
Relaxation.” The illustrations throughout 
the magazine are especially attractive, and 
among the most notable are those which 
accompany Frederick Palmer’s account of 
"A Winter Journey to the Rlondyke.” 

The Atlantic Monthly offers a well-pro 
portioned number for April. It opens with 
a discussion by John Fiske, on "The Mys- 
tery of Evil," a development of the words 
from Genesis: "Your eyes shall bo opened, 
and ye shall be as gods knowing good and 
evil ;’’ Mr. Fiske argues that in the knowl- 
edge which lost paradise was the beginning 
of the rise of man. Samuel Harden 
Church’s tricentenary study of Cromwell 
is filled with much matter of political and 
biographical interest. Science is represent- 
ed by T. J. J. See’s paper on " Flic Solar 
System in the Light of Recent Discov 
cries.” In “Growth of the British Coloni- 
al Conception,” Mr. W. Alleyne Ireland 
speaks of the great influence exerted on 
the popular mind by Mr. Cecil Rhodes, ami 
especially by Mr. Kipling. Home ques 
t ion s are met in Charles Mulford Robin- 
son’s hopeful paper, "Improvement in City 
Life;” ami there is room also for another 
installment of Mrs Howe's reminiscences, 
for three poems, of which "Black Sheep” 
is striking, and for two good stories. 

A new serial, by 11 B. Marriott Watson, 
begins in Harper’s— "The Princess Xenia,” 
a romance which opens in a little German 
town with the announcement to Mr. Chris- 
topher Lambert of his sudden accession to 
a huge fortune, and with his determination 
to play Providence in the tiny duchy of 
Weser-Dreiburg. Mr. Howell’s serial 
story is continued, and there is also a third 
installment of Mr. Lodge’s history of the 
Spanish-Aiiierioau war. Mrs. Barr lias a 
paper on Cromwell, containing incidents 
and anecdotes gathered from Cromwellian 
newspapers uml tracts, and among other 
well-known contributors are Margaret Sut- 
ton Briscoe, Brainier Matthews, uml Ruth 
-MeEnery Stuart. Modern journalistic en- 
terprise is evidenced in the verbatim narra- 
tive of tlie sailor who rescued Admiral Cor- 
vera, and there are two other papers bear- 
ing on the recent war. The opening arti- 
cle is on some "Aspects of Rome,” by Ar- 
thur Symons, and an account of travel in 
Montenegro, with illustrations from photo- 
graphs, and several short stories help to 
fill out an interesting number. 

Going: South. 

In going South for the winter, many 
Northern people are selecting a half way 
ground instead of going to Florida where 
there is malaria, and this stream of winter 
visitors liave down toward the high sand 
hills in North Carolina, until they liave 
built up a real city amid the long leaf pines, 
and as the trains pass Southern Pines (the 
Yankee city) us it is called on account of 
the enterprise of its citizens, passengers 
crowd to the doors to see the wonderful 
growtli of tills beautiful place. 

A large number of those going out from 
tills section, tru\ el via the Merchants and 
Miners line of steamers, which gives them 
a delightful and healthy voyage. Those 
who have gone that route, say they prefer 
it to an nil rail route, as there is no dust 
and dirt to contend with. 

At .Southern Fines, there is one fruit or- 
chard, stinted by Northern people, that 
contains over one hundred thousuud trees, 
plants and vines.

On Wednesday, April 10th, the PI Eta 
Society of Harvard University will present 
in Temple hall, Nowtonvllle, their original 
comic opera, entitled "Th© Hollos of Belles- 
loy.” This Is tho third year that the PI

this year’s performance promises to be a 
greater success than their previous presen- 
tations. The words and music of tho 
opera are fully up to tho standard of many 
professional performances, ami it lias the 
added attraction of being a typical oollege 
production, with many references to college 
lire. 

Great care has boon taken In the costum- 
ing, ami the effects produced are both strik- 
ing and elaborato. It may seem impossible 
so to dress men that they will reprosent 
girls to any degree of satisfaction, bit auci 
is not the case, for the Pi Eta boys in 
modern golf skirts uml summer dresses 
present a veritable "benuty show.”

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


The mayor’s veto of part of the Items in 
the order of $ 40,170 for street repairs has 
aroused mixed emotions, as wise economy 
is favored: but there are certain improve- 
ments which are necessary to the comfort 
of the public. 

The proposal to repair Washington street 
from the Boulevard to the Woodlawn rail- 
road bridge, and Crafts street between 
Washington and Walnut were two of the 
most popular items of the bill, as they are 
two of the most important thoroughfares 
leading out of the city, and hundreds of 
wheelmen pass over them every day in 
good weather. The rest of Washington 
street is in good condition, save a short 
stretch at Lower Falls, and the part it was 
proposed to repair was the worst main road 
in Newton last season, and was execrated 
by every one who had occasion to pass over 
it. The same was true of Crafts street, es. 
pecially that part between Watertown and 
Walnut streets, and the announcement that 
they were to be put in good order gave uni- 
versal satisfaction. 

But Mayor Wilson evidently does not 
ride a wheel, and so does not appreciate 
the necessity of keeping the main thorough- 
fares through the city In good condition. 
These two stretches of road would do 
more to maintain the reputation of the 
city for model streets, than any of the 
other repairs that were proposed In the 
bill, and whatever items were stricken out 
these should have been left in. That sec- 
tion of Washington street also runs past 
the Woodland Park Hotel, which is tilled 
with guests all through tho season, who 
might be induced to make their homes in 
Newtou, and to leave that stretch of road 
in its present condition certainly gives ou t- 
siders a very poor opinion of Newton. The 
hotel is in a sense Newton’s reception 
room, und the city ought to nut its best 
foot forward in that vicinity, so as to give 
outsiders a good impression. If certain ex- 
penditures can not be made this year, then 
leave out those streets which are not main 
thoroughfares, and which would not con- 
front every visitor to Newton. 

Mayor Wilson approved of Chestnut 
street’s repairs, from Boylston street to the 
ledge, but that is, in a way, a West Newton 
street, and one person passes over it to a 
hundred who puss over Crafts und Wash- 
ington streets. It may need repair badly, 
but one would naturally think its claims 
would come in last. 

The other items vetoed were Boylston 
street from the Brookline line to Jackson 
street, a very bad section of road, which 
even in summer is always in horrible con- 
dition, but there is tulk of widening the 
street and putting an electric line through, 
and it is mostly used for teaming; Califor- 
nia street from the Watertown line to 
Faxon street, lias for a long time been in 
a ridiculous condition, but it is not a main 
thoroughfare. 

The items approved are California street 
fioin Bridge street to Crafts, now only a 
very poor sumple of a country road, and 
not largely used; Watertown street from 
Walnut to Eddy street, which needs repair- 
ing badly enough; Hammond street from 
the boulevird to the ruilroad bridge, one of 
thecil)'* main streets, und whose condi- 
tion inis been growing rupidly worse for 
several years. The items upproved amount 
to $17,820, and those vetoed to $22,350. 

The ulderinen laid the veto on the table 
after discussing the question of passing it 
ever the mayor’s head, but whatever they 
decide to do they should insist ou the re- 
pairing of Washington street, even if they 
Dave out all the other items, as that is the 
most Important of all the proposer) im- 
provements.

| Kossuth was carrying on a contest In be- 
half of self-government in which all Atner- 
! ica sympathized.” 

Letters of regret and containing expres- 
sions of full sympathy with the meeting 
were rend from Rev. Dr. E. Winchester 
Donald, Col. Thomas Livermore, Geo. T. 
Angell, Francis II. Peabody, Charles Fran- 
cis Adams, Rev. Benjamin Fay Mills, 
Rabbi Fleischer, and Edward O’Neill. 

Such a meeting and such men ought to 
have a good deal of influence witli men 
who are in doubt as to the right in this 
great question, and the way out of the 
trouble was outlined in these resolutions 
which were passed by the meeting: 

First. Thnt our government shall take 
immediate steps toward a suspension of 
hostilities in the Philippines and a confer- 
ence with the Philippine leaders, with a 
view to preventing further bloodshed upon 
tlie basis of u recognition of their freedom 
and independence as soon ns proper guar- 
antees can be had of order and protection 
of property. 

Second. That the government of the 
United States shall tender an official assur- 
ance to the inhabitants of the Philippine 
Islands that they will encourage and assist 
in the organization of such a government 
in tho islands as the people thereof shall 
preter, and that upon its organization in 
stable manner the United States, in accord- 
ance with its traditional and prescriptive 
policy in such cases, will recognize the 
Independence of the Philippines and its 
equality among nations, and gradually 
withdraw all military and naval forces.

, Men who make the laws should not need 
to be told that there is a law on tho statute 
books of Massachusetts making it a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine of ten dollars 
for the killing or robbing the nest of our 
song and insect-eating birds. English 
sparrows, crows, ami a few other birds are 
excepted. Boys make the killing of spar- 
rows an excuse for kitting every bird they 
see. 

On t’abot street, in tho middle of Septem- 
ber, 1 saw two well dressed boys of ton or 
twelve years of age. pointing their guns at 
n little tree on which were sitting three 
blue birds, a chewink, ami two chipping 
sparrows. 1 told tho boys to put their 
guns down, and asked them what they were 
shunting, and they promptly replied "Eng 
lish sparrows." Not an English sparrow 
was in sight. I tried to make them under- 
stand tho beauty and value of bird life, but 
do not think I succeeded; but think 1 sue 
ceeded in informing them that shooting 
birds, tor that time at least, would prove 
an expensive pastime. 

If the patience of the bird lovers should 
be worn out at last, and they should pro- 
ceed as they would very much dislike to do 
personally in this matter, some well-to-do 
lathers even, would have an inconvenient 
bill to pay. for the bird hunting and egg col- 
lecting propensities of t heir boys. 

Children are thoughtless but not know- 
ingly cruel. If parents would provide them 
with opera glasses instead of guns, and en- 
courage the older ones, who have cameras, 
to take photographs, they would have muoli 
more pleasure, ami be acquiring u love of 
nature which would bo a pleasure and in- 
terest through all their lives. 

Few realize the immense importance of 
the protection of the birds. Our blue birds 
and humming birds are nearly extermi- 
nated, and all others are very much dimin- 
ished in numbers. Meanwhile the insects 
increase apace and every year the gardener 
finds it harder and harder to raise fruit and 
vegetables. 

Our Garden City is unusually well situ- 
ated to have many and a variety of birds, 
if there was only a proper public interest 
in their protection. 

1 hope that our city fathers will see that 
the law of the Commonwealth is enforced.

The election of Mayor Carter Harrison 
in Chicago, over Altgeld anil the Repub- 
lican candidate, is taken to have a national 
significance, as it may mean Harrison as a 
candidate for President. Still there were 
certain local influences in his favor, which 
explain his remarkuble victory. Altgeld 
is too radioal in his views to please any 
but a small fraotion, and the Chicago Re- 
publican machine is so corrupt and in the 
power of the corporations that the better 
class of Republicans voted for Harrison 
as the lesser evil. Mayor Harrison, also, 
by his defeat of the street railway crowd, 
which sought to fasten a thirty year free 
franchise upon the city, earned the grati- 
tude of the citizens, and he has given 
Chicago a better government than it has 
had for years, though the Democratic 
leaders there are no better than those of 
the Republican machine. But a man who 
lias force of character enough to make an 
administration even respectable, when 
surrounded by such influences has achieved 
a noteworthy success against the general 
corruption that Haunts itself openly in our 
iurge cities. 


Gen. Egan was so indignant at the em- 
balmed beet charges, that lie lost iiis tem- 
per, for which he was rewarded by being 
given a vacation with full pay. But it now 
appears, from a letter on file in Egan’s de- 
partment, that the Armour company did 
’•embalm” beef under the direct super- 
vision of an official from Egan’s depart- 
ment. The truth is slowly coming out, 
even though the whole administration 
fights to prevent it. Gen. Miles appears to 
be the only official who comes out of the 
controversy with honor, and no wonder 
J Egan and Alger and other high and tainted 
! officials cun not conceal their dislike of 
him.

Law of 1886, Chap. 276. 

Sec. 4. Whoever takes or kills any wild 
or undomesticated bird not named in sec- 
tions one and two, cxcopt English spar- 
rows, crow blackbirds, crows, jays, birds 
of prey, wild geese and such fresh-water 
and sea fowl as are not named in sections 
one and two, or wilfully destroys, disturbs 
or takes a nest or eggs of any wild or un- 
domestioated birds except of the birds here- 
in exempt from protection, shall be 
punished by a line of ten dollars: provid- 
ed, tlmt any person above the age of 
twenty-one years having a certificate from 
the game commissioners, or from the presi- 
dent of the Boston Society of Natural His- 
tory, to the effect that such person is en- 
gaged in scientific study of ornithology or 
collecting in the interest of a scientific in- 
stitution. may take the nest and eggs of, 
or at any season take or kill, any undo- 
mesticated bird except woodcock, ruffed 
grouse and quail ; but nothing herein con 
tained shall be construed to authorize any 
person to enter upon private grounds with- 
out the consent of the owner thereof for 
the purpose of taking nests or eggs or kill- 
ing birds; and provided, further, that the 
game commissioners and the president of 
the Boston Society of National History 
may at any time revoke any certificate they 
have, respectively, issued. 


The long hearing on the Forest Hills and 
Waltham street railway company’s petition 
for a location brought out the fact that the 
aldermen fuvor granting locations only to 
Newton companies, as a general rule, and 
that they also favor the consolidation of all 
file Newton street railways under one gen- 
eral management, before granting any 
more locations. Possibly they may be 
willing to make an exception to this gener- 
al rule, und possibly not.

Law Of 1897, Chap. 524. 

Whoever has in his possession the body 
or feathers of any bird whose taking or 
killing is prohibited by section four of 
chapter two hundred and seventy six of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-six, or wears such feathers for the 
purpose of dress or ornament, shall be 
punished as provided in said section : pro- 
vided, that this act shall not be construed 
to prohibit persons having the certificate 
provided for in said section from taking or 
killing such birds ; and provided, further, 
that this act shall not apply to natural his- 
tory associations or to the proprietors of 
museums, or other collections for scientific 
purposes.

—The Ten of Us Club held its regular 
meeting at the Parker House, Boston, last 
night, and incidentally celebrated the doth 
anniversary of the birth of one of the most 
popular members. Col. A. M. Ferris. All 
heartily congratulated the colonel, and all 
spoke of tiie high esteem in which lie was 
held by his fellow-members.

The Social Science club. 

After the meeting held by the commit- 
tee of seven in the Bigelow school, Wed- 
nesday evening, March 1 st, many of the 
parents who were present thought that 
there was still much to he said or learned 
: on tho subject under discussion, and the 
directors of tho Social Soienoe Club re- 
quested tho members of the club to visit 
grades IV and IN of the Bigelow school 
1 and report the results of their investiga- 
tion at a regular meeting of the club to be 
devoted to a fair consideration of the sub- 
ject. 

A protracted meeting, March 20th, gave 
time for a free expression of views of the 
me inbers from which tho consensus of 
opinion was that the work now required 
in grades IV and IX inclusive, is not 
over crowded and a sufficient amount of 
time and Instruction is given to tho funda- 
mental studies of spelling, arithmetic, 
grammar and geograph). The fact was 
brought out that 74 per cent of the 22 1-2 
hours a week spent in school is devoted to 
tlie fundamental studies leaving only 20 
per cent fur the ornamental branches. 

On the fundamental studies from 2 to 8 
hours a week are given geography: 3 1-2 
to ft 1-2 given to arithmetic; 3 to I 1 2 given 
to reading; 3 8 4 to ft 1-4 given to writing 
and spelling. Geography is taught five 
years and tho other studies six years. 

Comparison was made with the German 
children who are in school from half past 
seven In the morning till half past live at 
niuht and study in tlie evening besides. 

The time spent upon water color paint- 
ing and music was criticised, but immedi- 
ately strong arguments in favor of both 
were brought up by several members and 
quotations were given by Prof. Eliot and 
Prof. James of Harvard University, show- 
ing why tlie modern curriculum has been 
enlarged and tho benefits which result from 

I il ’ 

It was felt that those who criticise tlie 
school methods are not always those who 
are in the Imhit of visiting tho school often 
or who understand tlie reasons for teach- 
ing tlie more ornamental branches. 

One member strongly urged that less 
time should be spent on arithmetic and 
more on what were commonly called ines- 
sentials with a special plea for the child 
who goes no further than tlie grammar 
school. 

Tlie meeting had been most successful 
in causing tlie ladies to visit the school and 
see for themselves how and why tilings 
were taught ; und several members who 
had entered the school prejudiced, left it 
thoroughly enthusiastic over the methods 
and results of the present system as a tre- 
mendous advance over tlie old practices. 

Many examples of tlie children’s work 
were shown to the club und those who had 
visited tlie grades reported that tlie writ- 
ing was admirable, tlie answers in arith- 
metic given promptly and with good under- 
standing; that the geography was most 
thoroughly and practically taught, and that 
there was certainly no lack of spelling, as 
they had it in columns of words, dictated 
sentences and a spelling book ; in fact it 
was taught in some form or other every 
day of tlie week. The reading was intel- 
ligent and tlie selections of tlie best, but 
the articulation of the children was felt to 
be unsatisfactory in many cases. 

When the meeting was finally adjourned, 
half an hour after the usual time, there 
were still many ladies anxious to speak.

What the officers of 
the army did could not of course l>e be* 
neath the dignity of our young civilian 
dandies, and the thing becunie fashionablo 
to a limited extent, and. to roll a cigarette 
with graceful easo became a coveted ac- 
complishment. Those who smoked them 
had to toll them themselves then, for tho 
ready made cigarette was hardly known 

That fact in itself tended very consider- 
ably to imjiedo any very rapid develop- 
ment of the fashion, and it was not for 
many years after the close of that war, in 
1850, thut this method of consuming t ho 
fragrant weed becume at all general. 
Practically tho whole habit of cigarette 
smoking may bo said to have been a 
growth of a single generation In England

(Spcotnl Legislative Correspondence.) 

Beacon Hill, April 5. 

| Here wo are in the middle of the session, 
wondering why it is that with all the in- 
, dustry which has been shown, matters are 
| no further along. The day Is coming when 
j the rules of the two brandies will lie 
I changed so that all petitions shall lie in be- 
fore Jan. 1. Then the committees can 
meet as soon as appointed ami arrange 
hearings for the very next week. Of course 
such a rule could not apply to hills on leave 
but when tlie petitions were in. tlie mem- 
bers might be given the month of January 
to prepare their bills, and if it was found 
that a hill on certuin matters was not broad 
enough to cover what was wanted, the 
rules could be nmemlfMl to udniit tlie mem- 
ber’s petition. Two weeks saved in start- 
ing committee hearings at the beginning of 
the session would give two weeks less the 
last of May. 

But tlie issue of one year is no issue the 
next. On Monday, the senate passed a 
house bill for a survey of forest lands and 
waste unused areas in the Commonwealth, 
without a word of debate. Three years 
ago, Forrest C. Manchester attempted to 
get such a bill through and was laughed 
out of court after a bitter debate. Last 
year, Mr. Ross of Brighton, himself a land- 
scape engineer, attempted tlie same thing 
and was defeated. This year the bill lias 
gone through both brunches witli no diffi- 
culty ut all. 

Senator Harwood is getting more and 
more active in debate every week. Candor 
compels me to add that lie does not always 
win, a defeat on tlie pharmacy bill, for him, 
following one on the teacher’s retirement 
fund bill. He believes that the “rum” 
druggists are behind the movement to limit 
the term of service of members of tlie state 
board of registration In pharmacy. The 
senate declined to agree with li is position. 
Just as likely as not the Governor will look 
at it differently and veto tlie bill and than 
Senator Harwood will have his turn to 
smile. If the Governor vetoes tlie measure 
lie will not be as likely to do so on the 
ground that it is an interference with the 
executive prerogative, iu saying that he 
cannot reappoint a member of the board, as 
because lie believes on the broad ground of 
public policy it is unwise to say that a mail 
who shows special aptitude for a certain 
work cannot continue it. It is needless to 
go into tlie scandalous stories which are 
afloat iu connection with this mutter. 
Senator Harwood spoke truly when lie 
said if they could be substantiated, tlie 
members of the board should be asked to 
resign forthwith. Proof of tlie charges is 
offered, but no person lias accepted tlie 
proffer up to date. 

When tlie committee on cities was hear- 
ing tlie closing arguments on the bill 
to limit the height of buildings within 1000 
feet of the state house, Monday, ex-At- 
torney General Pillsbury remarked that he 
hud one of the best views of the state house 
dome, shining by day and illuminated by 
night, from iiis home iu Ward 11, and ap- 
pealed to his “neighbor” Mr. Chadwick of 
tlie committee, to substantiate his state- 
ment. Neighbor Chadwick silently acqui- 
esced, while tlie committee members won- 
dered how long it had been since Newton 
was annexed to tlie Back Bay. 

Mr. Langford’s bill to provide for the 
protection of street railway signals has 
gone along with no snags on its pathway. 
So lias tlie bill to provide for the division 
of sewer assessments, so far as the senate 
is concerned. 

Senator Harwood’s committee on the ju- 
diciary gave a hearing the other day on the 
recommendations of tlie attorney genera 
on tlie question of procedure in suits for 
damages on account of the taking of tlie 
metropolitan water supply from the Nashua 
river valley. Most ol the cities and towns 
iu the metropolitan district were represent- 
ed. though I did not notice City Solicit -r 
Slocum there. There are fifty of these 
eases already pending, and it was urged 
that a bill be passed to allow these to go to 
a jury direct, instead of being heard by a 
commission first; this legislation, if passed, 
obviating the necessity of going to tlie Su- 
preme Court for a decision as to what tlie 
original water act meant. In regard to tlie 
“consequential” damage cases, tlie at- 
torney general wanted to have a law 
passed that in case there was no agreement 
with tlie water board, the matter should be 
heaid by a commission, and tlie report of 
that commission should be read to a jury, 
and received as prima facie evidence, as in 
tlie case of reports by auditors. There was 
so much opposition to this, however, that 
it was finally withdrawn. The consequen- 
tial damage cases promise to be interesting. 
A doctor up in Boylstou put iu the first 
claim. His income was $2200. Now all 
his patients have left town, ami lie wants 
some $50,000 from tlie metropolitan district 
tlie income of which lie calculates will be 
equivalent to iiis lost animal practice. 
Meanwhile, he will not he compelled to re- 
spond to night culls nor to toil daytimes, 
unless lie desires to do so, for tlie remaind- 
er of his natural life. # 

Mr. Langford’s committee yesterday 
heard tlie Ashland bill for compensation to 
towns along tlie Sudbury river for dauiuges 
from tlie water district. Tomorrow he 
will sit again in the joint metropolitan and 
water committees, to hear the Clinton case 
discussed. 

The house lias had a two day’s st niggle 
with the Treuiont street tracks problem 
tli is week, und bus marked out a lot of 
other interesting legislation for debate 
The sessions now begin at one o’clock, and 
in a few days morning ses slons will le in 
older. Yesterday there was a discussion 
of tlie telephone bill, and today comes state 
control of county prisons. Tomorrow tlie 
state highway commission will be tlie great 
issue in tlie lower bmueh. Meanwhile tlie 
senate bus been considering tlie more pro- 
saic questions of the incorporation of Mrs. 
Fulmer's Association of Collegiate Alum- 
na*, partial payment of tuxes to cities uud 
towns, the election of United States sena- 
tors, eight hours work for city and town 
employes, etc. 

The vote on the replacing of tlie tracks 
wum apparently decisive, the bill being 
ordered to a third reading by too large a 
majority to be overcome. I understand 
tliut it will pass tlie senute by a good vote. 

Tlie house is now deep iu tlie throes of 
discussion on tlie telephone supervision 
bill. Yesterday it was substituted for tlie 
adverse report of the committee on mer- 
cantile u Hairs, and will now tnke its course 
through tlie eulendur. Doubtless it will 
strike some rough sailing by tlie time it 
readies the senate. But meantime, Coun- 
sel Bowers must be industrious. 

The report thut Mr. John Q Adams had 
resigned us first clerk of tin- treasury de- 
partment. uml thut the resignation had 
been uccepted is, to say tin* least, prema- 
ture. He is uwuy iu tlie South for iiis 
health, but is expected back ut his desk, 
next week. Mann. 


Why Croker and Platt and Hanna want 
the Philippines. 

I [letter from an old Republican.] 

Ar a wmng man who once loved the 
grand old republican party when it wax 
| the party of the plain people, mi l who cast 
I his first vote for the straight republican 
ticket, I wish to record my voice distinctly 
and equivocally In commendation of your 
J patriotic course in protesting most einphatl 
call)’ against the tin American plan of im 
periallsm. Time was, and not so very long 
ago, either, when the republican party 
would not even dare to think of pursuing 
such u course as Is pursued by this admin- 
istration in regard to the Philippine isl- 
ands. That was when it could be said in 
truth, that the people ruled the party. 
Now, it seems, a certain class has gotten 
possession of this all-powerful instrument — 
a political party— and are using it to further 
their own selfish ends. 

How well they are succeeding can be 
best told by a glance at the leading partisan 
papers of tlie country. Once iu a while 
one of tlie papers will evidently “break 
over the traces," and then the independent 
voters (or tlie mugwumps, if you please) 
will be treated to some interesting reading 
matter, as is the ease when the imperialist 
papers begin to explain why it is we are 
slaughtering the Filipinos. It is needless 
to repeat their attempted explanations. 
Nobody knows, or did know up till the 
other day, what tlie president's policy was 
iu regard to tlie Philippines, but now the 
Boston Transcript conies out to say that the 
president lias no fixed policy; that lie is 
simply waiting for tlie people to make 
known their desire as to wliat shall be 
done with these Islands; in other words. It 
is tlie same old McKinley with his ear to 
the ground in characteristic style. 

Oh! for a man witli a moderate supply 
of backbone— good, old Jacksonian back- 
bone-in tlie Wnito House. 'Ve would n.nv 
have no wur in the Philippines; there 
would be no “list of casualties” offered 
every day in tlie newspapers; we would be 
saved the painful reading about the “dead 
bodiesof Filipinos floating down tlie river,” 
murdered because they dared to light for 
the only homes which they have ever 
known.

NEWTON SCHOOL HEARING. 

BOTH SIDES OF THE QUESTION FULLY 
PRESENTED, HUT THE HE8ULT IS 
RATHER NEGATIVE. 

The sixth and last hearing before a 
special committee chosen by the Newton 
school board relative to the curriculum of 
the Newtor public schools was hold Wed- 
nesday evening in tiie Mason school hall, 
Newton Centre. 

Tiie hearing was attended by about 176 
persons, including members of tiie school 
board and teachers. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, tiie hearing was rather negative as to 
results, as many of the speakers failed to 
confine themselves to the two topics under 
debate, which were, Whether the work in 
grades 4 to 9 is overcrowded, and whether 
Hie proper amount of time and instruction 
is given to the fundamental studies of spell- 
ing, arithmetic, grammar and geography. 

Mr. Spaulding, tiie first speaker, 'suid 
that liis criticism of arithmetic was that 
it was not taught in tiie old logical way. 
He also wished to criticise, on tiie same 
grounds, the manner in which geography 
and reading were taught, lie thought the 
present mimder of studies was too large. 
There should be more concentration, lie 
said, but lie diil not believe that the mental 
capacities of the ohildrea should be over- 
taxed. 

A letter from S. B. Paine was read, in 
which he stated that lie thought tiie orna- 
mental branches of study should be omitted 
and more time .should be given to the fun 
damental branches, lie felt tiiat the pres- 
ent system did both injustice and injury to 
the children. 

Prof. W. X. Ripley read a letter from 
Prof. Tyler of the Institute of Technology, 
in which the latter stated, among other 
tilings, that lie was not in favor of reducing 
the number of studies. 1 1 ** thought t li«- 
real overcrowding was in the work placed 
upon the teachers. The question what was 
taught was of very much less importance, 
he said, than the personality of those who 
taught it. 

Mr. G. T. Van Norman stated that he 
had to complain tiiat the scholars were 
receiving a smattering of a great many 
subjects. The children were being taught 
a great ileal of everything, which resulted 
in their not learning anything thoroughly. 

Mr. Gott said lie thought the whole 
matter a question of dollars and cents. 
There should he more teachers, and the 
classes should be smaller. lie indorsed the 
letter of Prof. Tyler. 

I)r. A I vali Ilovey also spoke. He said 
he thought the children should be first well 
grounded in English, and he did not ap- 
prove of Latin in the grammar grades. 
He considered the fundamental studies 
very important. 

Dr. S. L. Dutton said the children were 
being pushed through the schools too 
rapidly’. Several others also spoke, some 
for and some against the present system.

in tjio newspaper reports, is subjoined to 
this report as being of great interest to 
those making a study of this subject. 

The appointment of a onumittee of five 
was authorized with full power to frame 
and present the petition of the club to the 
mayor and aldermen of Newton, praying 
them to petition the state legislature for an 
enactment allowing home rule in municipal 
taxation and asking that the club may be 
given a hearing upon said petition. Messrs. 
Lewis E. Coffin, T. B. Fitzpatrick. Nathaniel 
T. Allen, J. B. Willis and C. B. Fillebrown 
were constituted this committee. 

More specific answer was requested to 
two important questions asked by Mr. Tel- 
man in his letter to the Graphic. 

First Question— "If Mr. Fillebrown were 
to have his way and his land and his neigh- 
bors’ were to be taxed to three times their 
present amount, would there be anything 
but coal yards and freight yards possible? 

Answer— It is the speculative price, not 
the tax which keeps laud out of use. The 
single tax will destroy this speculative 
value and make land accessible for use at 
its actual rental value whether that value 
be small or large. 

Second Question— "Is it not greatly, very 
greatly to the public good that holders 
should be willing to pay these taxes for 
years at advancing rates on unused land? 

Answer— We say it is greatly to the pub- 
lic harm because plenty of people would 
gladly pay tor the privilege of using the 
land a higher tax than is paid by tiie hold- 
er of tiie land out of use. 

At the close of Mr. Shearman's address 
the president asked for questions and re- 
marks. 

Hon. William B. Durant, of the Anti- 
Double Tax Leagu put the first question, 
lie said: Suppose that in Cambridge the 
city council voted to exempt all intangibles 
from taxation, that is, all personal pro- 
perty, taking it in the broadest sense. Then 
tiie people from Somerville, learning of it, 
rushed into Cambridge, to live there and 
buy up the real estate. Now, the shop- 
keepers of Cambridge, paying no tuxes on 
their stocks of goods, could undersell the 
shopkeepers of Somerville. What is to be- 
come of Somerville in such a ease? (Laugh- 
ter). 

Mr. Shearman— The answer is that Cam- 
bridge, having its personal property exempt 
from taxation, would have a great access of 
wealth, an i there would be a considerable 
rise in rents, and there would be very great 
prosperity. Well, Somerville would see 
that so very quick tliat its people would 
tumble head over heels in order to follow 
the good example of Cambridge. (Laugh- 
ter and applause). 

Prof. F. S. Baldwin of Boston Universi- 
ty, Col. A. A. Pope, Mr. Frederick Fosdick 
and Senator Henry Winn of Malden offered 
brief remarks. Mr. Charles H. Adams of 
the ways und means committee of Melrose 
also spoke. 

Mr. A. A, Carleton said— 1 am free to 
confess that the subject of local option, as 
a general and broad principle, is more than 
ordinarily attractive to me. 

Remarks by II. B. Blackwell of the Wo 
men’s Journal -I do uot see why. under 
the limitation that our friend, Mr. Shear- 
man has put, why there should be the 
slightest objection to local option. I object 
to the taxation of personal property alto- 
gether, ami for this reason. When the first 
of May comes in the city of Boston, in ail 
the localities owned by the wealthier peo- 
ple, the windows of the houses are closed, 
tiie doors are locked, aud tho people have 
moved away into the country. Wiiat does 
that mean? It means that when they go in- 
to the country they liave made an arrange- 
ment with the assessor of the town to 
which they go that they shall be considered 
as owning only so much property. Ju fact 
they buy that property and move into it tiie 
tirst of May. The most corrupt aud absurd 
system that can be imagined is tiie present 
system of taxing personal property. 1 cou- 
versed with Mr. Hill once und asked him 
did lie get one half of the tux on personal 
property. He replied, not one-third. 1 
aske i why. He replied : It’s better to get 
one-third than nothing. But, I say it is not 
when the poor have to pay tiie full tax and 
tiie rich escape. I know a millionaire who 
went down to live on Cape Cod and lived 
there from the tirst of May, as a $60,000 tax 
payer in that old town. They were glad to 
get him. If lie had asked $10,000 they 
would have been glad to get him 
if the people would stay in Boston, and 
were ouly honest, and there area few of 
them. (Laughter). Aliy system of taxa- 
tion which puts a premium on roguery, 
which makes cur richest aud most influen- 
tial men the gieatest cheats, is a system 
which ought to be condemned by all good 
meu. It makes another thing, it makes our 
men a ruce of hypocrites and liurs. Tiie 
tux on personal property as now .adminis- 
tered puts u premium on dishonesty. I say, 
tax the thing that you can see, and do not 
lax tiie thing that you cannot sc*-. But tiie 
tax on tiie property that cannot be evaded. 
Don’t put the tax on property that can and 
does evade it. Under Hie system now ex- 
isting we pay an enormous tax on personal 
property. Tiie federal tax is wholly on 
persona! property. One thousand, live hun- 
dred und sixty million dollars is the ex- 
pense of two years federal taxation. It 
means taxing ut the rate of $2<) a hea l for 
every man, woman ami child aud baby in 
the United .Slates. These tuxes ure levied 
on tiie things we eat und drink, and on Hie 
clothes we wear. It inflicts on the work- 
iugmuu who has a wife und six children a 
lux of $li*o u year. Now if they give tiie 
state alone the right to tax real estate, for 
Heaven's sake let us tux real estate. 

Mr. Shearman said— Although tiie chair- 
man laid dowli tiie rule that Hie single tax 
WltS UOt to bO tic; topic of the evening, it 
seems that all good roads lead to the single 
tax, for everybody has been talking ubout 
it. It has been thought that 1 should make 
u simple definition of tho single tux from 
my point of view. Mr. Fillebrown stated 
it,— the doctrine of the single tux, from Hie 
philanthropic, from the moral point of 
view, und from the point of view of ab- 
solute duty. 1 propose to stute it from the 
other side. There is no truth which cannot 
be approached from two sides, auy more 
than it is possible for u plunk to liave only 
one side to it. As Seualor Harwood lias 
truly suid, you have got a long evolution 
here, a progress of some 260 years, for you 
started 200 years behind Europe, und in 
that 200 yours you have been imitating tiie 
progress of Europe in the precedihg &oo 
years. You have been leurulug of tiie 
lollies which Europe committed ut its own 


\Vt» are going exactly in that road, and in 
a hundred years from now this tax will he 
as dead as the Capnlets and as dead us 
Julius Ciesar. because in the progress <>f 
evolution it is bound tog*. And we who 
propose single tax want to help along the 
process of decomposition a little. The 
tirst tiling we want to do Is to get rid of all 
such taxes as those on personal property, 
on the ground that they cannot be collected 
and here wo are practical men. I want to 
impress upon you all that we men engaged 
in the single tax move nent, Mr. Fillebrown, 
Mr. Garrison aud others, that wo are tin* 
only practical men you ever bear talked of 
in this nutter of taxation. 'They used to 
crucify, barn and kill tho men who did not 
pay their taxes. In the old Roman empire 
men were required to mike a full and ex- 
plicit return of all their property. The 
penalty in default was scourging until they 
made proxim itely true returns, ami they 
were orncilled afterwards. It wa i sacrilege 
to make a false return. They burnt St. 
Lawrence because he would not make u re- 
turn of personal property, and he refused 
because lie hell the property for widows 
mi l orphans. He is a saint in the Catholic 
church. 1 honor tho memory of St. Law- 
rence. Well we are gradually getting rid 
of the tax on personal property in all the 
states, and nowhere more effectually than 
in the states which are most severe in their 
regulations. In Ohio ami California we

An interesting letter from a former Now- j 
ton boy, now in Washington, contains so | 
much of general Interest about the core- j 
monies at tho Arlington cemetery, on | 
when the dead from Santiago were buried, 
that wo have been permitted to publish the \ 
following extracts from It: 

Washington, 1). C., April 0. 

You have probably seen some newspaper 
accounts of the ceremonies at Arlington, 
last Thursday, when tho Santiago dead 
were burled In the national cemetery. The 
departments closed at noon, allowing the 
clerks to swell the crowd. Of course I | 
went on the bicycle. The day was sunny 
and cool, on the whole very comfortable. 

I: you have any recollection of the lay of I 
the land, it may mean something to you to 
explain that the burial was on the level 
plateau, south of the wooded grounds. 
Long lines of trenches, with the long rows 
of Hag covered coffins beside them, each 
with the name painted oil the end, and on 
not a few the word '‘Unknown." The en- 
tire space was enclosed with h rope, and 
within the circle thus formed, patrolled 
constantly a detachment of marines, in 
their brilliant uniforms of blue und scarlet, 
while a company of these naval soldiers, 
drawn up ut one side, with loaded ritlos, is 
waiting to take its important part in the 
soldiers’ funeral service, bluntly after 
two, appeared the carriages of the presi- 
dent and cabinet, preceded by a small es- 
cort of cavalry, the brilliant guidon atthoir 
head dipping rythmloally to the galloping 
of the horse. Then the district militia 
marched into the enclosure, tiling at inter 
vals along the lines of trenches, until one 
soldier, uniformed, but without t itle, stood 
by each of the three hundred or more 
coffins. Many of these wore the medals 
commemorating the campaign at Santiago, 
and showing that they were comrades in 
service with the men whose memory they 
hud come to honor. Tho remainder of the 
national guard formed in double ranks 
around the circle. A clergyman rend the 
Episcopal burial service, each soldier cast- 
ing a handful of earth upon the coffin by 
which he was standing. Then a Catholic 
priest blessed the graves, that those of the 
true faith might not rest in unconsecrate*! 
ground, and the usual three volleys and 
"taps” concluded the ceremony. It is well 
that such ceremony should have been 

inrrled out with every observance of

We perceive that there is just as 
much injustice, inequality, oppression und

on real estate as there is in an attempt to I spect. Would it liave been almost equally

bail, because the assessor can see outside of 
the house, while in some cities he can sew 
inside. In Chicago the assessors go inside 
the house ami look around to sew wh it mi 
provements have been made. The net re- 
sult is that tire assessment of real estate 
there is the worst, the most unequal, the 
most fraudulent and the in st oppressive 
upon the poor people owning houses from 
three to ti e thousand dollars, is from live 
to 20 times as hea*y in prop u tion to value 
as that upon houses worth from $250,000 to 
S;500,000. You cannot do what i have said, 
but this is something which you cm do 
honestly, fairly ail justly. Nobody can 
tell you lies about it. The assessor can 
judge of the value of laud if he can ju-lge 
of anything in the world. That is the 
system of taxation which exists all over the 
union, und alt we propose to do is to shed 
off these superiluous things that cannot o • 
done und stick to tiie tiling that can be 
d*»ne aud concentrate tiie taxes on that. 

We are the only defenders of the absolute 
right of property to be found in all the 
world. Every one of you who is not a 
single taxer insists upon the right of the 
government to take from every man some 
portion, und a large portion of that which 
the man lias earned by labor and tiie sweat 
of his brow. We alone stand for the right 
of the workingman. What we say is that 
no government shall take from the work- 
ingman one single penny of his wages or 
one particle of his little property, but that 
thes** shall be kept free from all taxes. 

But how are you to get these taxes? Well, 
tins earth yields splendid privileges, and 
a e say to the man who stands upon this 
advantageous position where this hotel is 
located, with a land value of $20,000 a year, 
we say that the taxes shall be put upon 
that man who has got such an advantage 
over his fellow men. Mr. Winu says every 
one must pay according to his ability, 
whether lie earns $.'*00 or $6000, but tliat lie 
shall pay only for occupying a position on 
the face of the earth, which is better than 
the position any other man occupies. Each 
man shall pay all that his situation is worth 
or at least as much us is necessary for the 
honest administration of government and 
no more, and tiie reason I think so is be- 
cause I don't think the government can 
well use any more.

QUARANTINE FOR DOGS. 


novel plan suggested for newton 

DURING SO CALLED DANGEROUS SEASON 

A novel proposition is soon to be laid be- 
fore the board of health. This is the es- 
tablishment of a permanent quarantine for 
dogs. 

Newton hus once been compelled to quar 
ttutiue canines, and to have tiie animals 
contined mid muzzled by their owners ill 
response to orders from the state cuttle 
commissioners during the perennial mad 
dog scares. In fact, this city has had more 
than its share of the discomforts attending 
hydrophobia frights. 

For some time it has been felt that such 
orders bore rather hpayily on Uog owners, 
ami that some more satisfactory method 
should be adopted of dealing with tiie pro- 
blem. , 

Dr. J. R. McLaughlin, cuttle inspector, 
and one of tiie experts employed by the 
cuttle commissioners, is the origiuulor of 
the new idea, which promises to meet with 
popular und official favor. 

lie suggests thut permanent kennels, well 
appointed und carefully enclosed, be tou- 
sti meted ut tho city poor farm, which is to 
he located in a remote sectiou of tiie Oak 
11 ill district.

THE LEGISLATURE. 

(Spoclal I/igHIntivo Corrosion denco.) 

Boaoon Hill, April 12. 

This Is another day sot for Anal reports 
on nil matters In oommlttoo, and still Sena- 
tor Harwood finds himself perspiring over 
the' Falrhaven bridge bill in the c munitteo 
on railroads, and in the Judiciary com- 
mittee trying to settle whether the death 
penalty shall be abolished, with various 
other delioate questions which only a Ju- 
dicial bo ly like that to whioh he belongs 
can fitly determine. Although Senator 
Hirwood'a ohalrm inships wore easy this 
year, It Is not difficult to sea that he has 
been overworked, In having to act as the 
leading legal member of railroads, and also 
serving on the Judiciary. The days that 
are coming ought to be easier, however, 
for while ho takes great interest in matters 
orVlebate, and usually speaks on something 
every day, he can rest mornings, and need 
not always speak unless he.wants to. 

The Senate holds one o'clock sessions 
beginning yesterday ; and commencing to- 
morrow the house will meet at 10 30 exoept 
tin Mondays, both movements being in the 
direction of hastening legislation, now that 
most of the hearings are over. 

As near as 1 have been able to ascertain, 
thero Is no member of the general court 
tnortf'eiithuslastic over the question of re- 
placing the traoks on Tremont street than 
Mr. Langford of your city. He has consti- 
tutional objections to the subway, and has 
consistently refusud to enter the same, 
practically since his Initial trip. He was, 
therefore, gleeful over the success of the 
measure in the house last week, and is 
reaily for the fray whenever the next trial 
of strength comes. This will not be until 
the transit commissioners have reported on 
the order adopted in the house on Friday, 
when they give their opinion as to whether 
the subway is now being used to its full 
capacity, and whether it is possible to ex- 
pedite travel therein. 

The transit commissioners will undoubt- 
edly report that the subway is not being 
used to its full capacity, and it is barely 
possible they will point out that the origi- 
nal bill provided a way to secure additional 
facilities for travel therein, which was the 
construction of accommodations for two 
additional traoks whenever the leasing road 
asks it and is willing to pay for the addi- 
tional accommodation. It the said leasing 
road prefers to travel above ground, the 
question naturally recurs why they should 
not pay for that privilege also, as it doubt- 
less will get the accommodation even then 
at a lower rate than would be the case if it 
hail to nay the interest on the additional 
subway construction. The answer possibly 
is that the latest elevated railway leglsia 
tlon provides a limit of time within which 
no further burdens can be placed upon it 
that do not apply to all street railways. 
It Is an intricate question. 

But for intricacy it does not compare 
with the bill which the gas and electric 
light commission has submitted for con 
solidation of the Boston gas lighting inter- 
ests. The majority and minority of the 
board split upon the question of capitaliza- 
tion of the united companies, the main trou- 
ble being with lire bond indebtedness. It is a 
cardinal point with all Massachusetts cor- 
porations that no more bonds shall be is- 
sued than will cover the value of the stock. 
By the system of buying companies and 
buying stock, an immense number of unitea 
gas bonds, $12,000,000, 1 believe, have got 
upon the market. The majority would like 
to have the question of the value of these 
bonds passed upon and the capital fixed so 
as to meet the situation. Gen. Schall' of 
the commission put in his minority bill, to 
provide that the capital shall bo equal to 
the present capital of the united companies 
and no more, lie says that the people were 
not consulted when these bonds were made 
and that therefore they have no particular 
interest in the results from their being un- 
made. This bill Mr. Gilford of the majority 
calls a “Kilkenny cats” bill. lie says Gen. 
Schaff puts eight cats in a ring, tells them 
to go ahead and light it out, and when most 
of the cats have oaten each other up pro- 
poses to take the last oat and cull his value 
equal to the whole eight cats. This illus- 
tration should become classio, regardless of 
the merits of the measure. 

The committee on metropolitan affairs 
Judd a very Important executive session on 
Monday, at w hich they decided a number 
of matters. They put over to the next 
general court the question on additional 
subways for Boston. They reported leave 
to withdraw on petitions for the repeal of 
the sewer rental tax in Boston, put over to 
the next general court at its renewed re- 
quest the report of the metropolitan district 
commission of a greater Boston, favored a 
new bridge between Somerville and Wel- 
lington, to bo built by the Metropolitan 
park commission at the expense of the dis- 
trict, and threw down Mayor Quincy's 

etitlon for a Charles river embankment, 

iy a vote of leave to withdraw. 

Mr. Chadwick is still struggling with the 
high buildings problem, with the outside 
world looking on and fully' believing the 
result is going to be a report In favor of a 
law limiting the height of all buildings in 
the Commonwealth to 100 feet. This is 
claimed to bo the only way in whioh legis- 
lation can be secured whioh will not in- 
volve the payment of lurge sums for 

^ A s U fhe Falrhaven bridge bill is taking so 
much of Senator Harwood’s vital force, I 
wonder if 1 ought not to give the reader a 
bird's eye view of the situation. Some 
eight years ago Senator Butler introduced 
a bill into the legislature to provide for the 
rebuilding of the Falrhaven bridge over the 
Aoushuet river. It was to cost $ 250 , 000 , 
and was to be a grand affair. Every year 
since thero has had to he legislation in re- 
gard to this bridge, and • meanwhile not 
only the county commissioners of Bristol, 
as the builders, have taken a hand, hut the 
war department has had its say. All but 
lino feet of the bridge us originally contem- 
plated has been built, ami the cost thus far 
authorized has been over one million dol- 
lars. It commenced in a town with only 
$ 2 , 000,000 valuation, with 4000 inhabitants, 
and when finished will laud in a freight 
yard. To avoid this a bill is in this year 
asking that it go over the freight yard, and 
land at one of the streets in New Bedford. 
Jf at the furthest one, the length would bo 
IKK) feet more and the cost a million addi- 
tional. NVheu the bridge was begun Now 
Bedford was u second Kansas City and 
growing at a rate which promised loo.ooo 
inhabitants ut the present time. This 
growth was checked, but the bridge has 
kept growing, and is sure to eclipse the 
Harvard bridge both in oxpensoand beauty. 
The railroad committee opposes the gl ide 
crossing bill, but it is alleged it will surely 
bo reported. 

The house hus tabled the udverse report 
of the committee on railroads on the pe- 
tition of Mayor Quincy for legislation to 
confirm the acts of Judge Milton’s grade 
crossing commission on the grade separation 
at Prison Point. Whether this was at the 
instance of His Honor or of your fellow- 
townsman, Mr. Coolidge, who Is vitally in 
terested in the problem, the writer has no 
muuus of knowing. 

City Solicitor Slocum got In his work in 
good shape on the bill to give Clinton addi- 
tional damages because of the taking of the 
Nashua river as u water supply the other 
duy. It w us before the metropolitan altairs 
and water supply committee sitting Jointly.

While It would not bn fair to anticipate the 
committee’s action, I Judge Mr, Langford 
fools that precedent Is on the side of Clin- 
ton to a considerable extent. 

Tho sewer divided assessment bill has 
reached its final stage in tho house, having 
passed the senate. Somebody is passing It 
from day to day, for no reason which any 
one can find out. Mr. Slocum has done the 
people of the commonwealth a real service 
in securing the hill. It passed both branches 
easily when it referred to Newton alone, 
and if it is good for Newton It is good 
everywhere else. Doubtless It will Do en- 
grossed in a few days.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


AN KXPEItr CRITICISM OF THE COURSE 
OF STUDY. 


The following letter was sent to the 
special committee of the school board who 
have been holding maatings In the different 
wards. It was written by Mr. Win. E. 
Iliokox of Newtonville, tho head of the 
Hickox Shorthand school of Bjston, and 
so may be regarded as in the nature of ex- 
pert testimony, as Mr. Iliokox has many 
graduates of our sohoo’.s a noug his pupils. 
Tlie letter was not raid at the committee 
hearings, and it is said that Mr. Rand 
olaims tint he failed to receive it. The 
letter Is as follows: 

March 8, I8fifi. 

Mr. Avery L. Kind, 

Cnalrman, School Committee, 
Newtonville, M iss. 

My l)jar Sir -l was m ich pleased to re- 
ceive the circular Issu id by your committee 
presenting Hie resolutions advising that 
the public schools give more thorough in- 
struction in elementary branches. 

I have long felt that the time must surely 
come when the people of this country 
would rise up in their might against the 
present system ot cramming into youthful 
lieads all sorts of “isms” and “ologles” to 
the almost utter exclusion of the practical 
branches of education, especially as repre- 
sented by the three R's; and it is a source 
of gratification to me timt the citizens of 
my own city have taken the initiative in a 
movement which, some time, must sweep 
over the whole country, a movement to 
substitute in our schools at least fairly 
thorough instruction in a few of the praoti* 
cal branches for the smattering in the many 
imnraotical branches now given. 

For nearly twenty years 1 have been a 
close observer of these matters and I speak 
from the standpoint of experience. It Is 
not infrequently that l nave graduates frym 
Wellesley, V tssar and Harvard who must 
literally be put back upon the spelling 
book; even punctuation and rudimentary 
English are to them but imperfectly 
known. 

1 have many times dismissed this matter 
with educators, who generally agree that 
our High school curriculum isan absurdity, 
but the teachers themselves are powerless, 
they have to teach what they are told to by 
school bourds. 

Some years ago I prepared a list of 
seventy-six common, every day words — 
none of them ‘‘catch words,” all of fro 
qnent recurrence, such as “judgment, 
separate, acknowledgment, parallel, p ece,” 
and sent a copy to the principals of all the 
High schools in New England, offering a 
prize to the pupil of the graduating class in 
each school who would spell the largest 
number of them correctly. Tnere w is, I 
believe, fifty-six High schools that com- 
peted ; the principals of these schools dic- 
tated the list to the graduating class and 
the original papers of the pupils in each 
class who spelt the greatest number of 
them right were sent to me. Not one of 
them succeeded in spelling the entire list 
correctly, and only one, a girl in Ellsworth, 
Me., (where it may be presumed they have 
no expensive school equipment, and teach 
despised English thoroughly, and a few 
other tilings), spelt all but one correctly. 
Tho majority misspelled 20 per cent, of the 
words. This was no revelation to me, for 
1 deal constantly with the product of limb 
schools and am aware of their pitiable 
ignorance of English. 

It may possibly be supposed that since 
English is supplanted by the dead lan- 
guages, High school graduates will at least 
know Latin. But this is an error. The 
commonest Latin words and phrases are as 
a rule unknown, such as in re, per se, seri- 
atim, and even et al., 'Latin words freuuent- 
ly used in English correspondence and com- 
position. 

I have sons in various grades of the 
schools in Newton, and, so far as my obser- 
vation goes, the kindergarten department 
is (or has been) the only elti dent oue; and 
I learn from one of your school board that 
there Is serious talk of abandoning that. 

My eldest boy, through sickness a vear 
ago, felt unable to continue all of his 
studies in the High school upon his return, 
and, recognizing that tho hard labor he was 
undergoing to keep up with ills studies, 
was out of ull proportion to their practical 
importance, 1 nude a written request to 
the principal that lie he released from 
French. 1 was informed that his release 
could only lie granted upon a physician's 
certificate of disability. Tills, in an Eng- 
lish High school. Verily, ‘‘What fools 
these mortals be!”

bridge, whether they drive a team or ride 
a wheel. The physicians of the city, who 
have to travel over that bad stretch of road 
in their visits to the Hospital are especial- 
ly emphatio as to the necessity of doing 
this work, as they call it the worst road in 
the city. It is part of the most travelled 
thoroughfare in Newton, and one would 
naturally expect it would be attended to 
before any of the side streets, even if these 
are in West Newton. 

Another part of Washington street also 
needs attention, that between the West 
Newton railroad bridge and Auburn street. 
The street railway track runs through the 
centre of this street, and the roadway on 
either side is cut into deep ruts, and on a 
wet day they are almost impassable. A i 
narrow street with railway tracks in the | 
centre needs constant repairs, and are a j 
great expense to the city, as is shown on ; 
every street where the tracks are so lo- 
cated This is one reason why many peo- j 
pie think the street railways should pay J 
enough for their franchises, to make up to ; 
the city the extra cost of keeping the streets j 
In repair. 

The policy of putting the main thorough- 1 
fares in good order before any work is done ! 
on side streets is the only intelligent one j 
for a city to follow, as it brings comfort j 
to the greatest number. Under the old 
charter it was impossible to bring this 
about, as the streets on which members of 
the committee lived had of course to bo at- 
tended to first, and then if there was any 
money left the main streets had the advant- 
age of It; but under the new charter, it was 
hoped that a less selfish policy would be 
'pursued, and the comfort and convenience 
of the great majority would have preced- 
ence over private inteiests. If the main 
thoroughfares are kept in good order, 
Newton will have the credit of having 
“sand-papered” streets, but no amount of 
repairs on side streets will save its reputa- 
tion, if the main streets are neglected. 

In this connection it is often asked what 
has become of the section men, who had 
a certain section of the public streets to 
personally look after. It was the general 
impression thUt these men were of great as- 
sistance in caring for the streets, and that 
the city saved money by employing them. 
By their daily travel oyer their section, 
they could fill up any little depression, and 
keep the roadbed free from ruts. Evident- 
ly from the condition of many of the 
streets these men have not been employed 
for some time. The question is frequently 
asked why this plan was given up, us most 
people thought it worked very successfully. 
In the caring for roads, as in other tilings, 
the general impression is thut “a stitch in 
time saves nine,” and that a man with a 
wheelbarrow of crushed stone amlu shovel 
would render unnecessary the wholesale 
reconstruction of a street every few years.

ThP Hoy. Fratici* F. Clark, IV l>.,presl- | 
dent of the World’s Christian Endeavor 
Union, reached home Tuesdiy, after a five 
weeks’ Journey In the West Indies. Dr. i 
Clark, while maklii? the Journey, prlmarl- ! 
ly to attend the Christian Endeavor con- 
ventions In Jamaica, where the society Is j 
very tl mrlaliitw, and to establish the work- 
in Cuba, made a special study or the con- ; 
ditions of life In Jamaica, Cuba and llajti j 
islands which, h» says, represent the vir- j 
tnes and vices of English, Spanish atul na- ; 
live rule in the West Indies. Dr. Clark i 
found the con litlons in Jamaica far su- j 
perior to Cuba, while Haytl, under native : 
rule, is tho worst of all. in Cuba there are 1 
few roads, and those almost impassible, | 
except where American enterprise, under i 
Gens. Brooks ami Wood ami Williston, 
have built them during the last six months 
Jlayti has no roads at all to speak of, and 
the government is probably the most cor- 
rupt and cruel on tin* face of the earth. 

Dr. Clark did not return au ardent Cuban 
annexationist, by any means, but believed 
that we hn l a great work to do in civiliz- 
ing and uplifting the Spanish West Indies, 
a work providentially thrust upon us as a 
nation which we could not escape. He be- 
lieved in giving the Cubans every possible 
chance to show their capacity for self- 
government under the kindly care of . 
American protection, putting just as far as 
possible the responsibility for their own 
welfare upon the people themselves, as the 
military governors of Cuba are already do- • 
ing. 

Dr. Clark was asked if there was still 
real distress in Cuba. It seeais strange, 
lie replied, that such a question can be 
asked, after the history of the three past 
years. The wounds of Cuba cannot be 
healed in one year or ten. Though in San- 
tiago and immediate vicinity there is com- 
paratively little su (Ter ing. in most parts ‘of 
the island there is still actual distress, and 
people are saved from actual starvation 
only by government rations. 

I)r. Clark had interviews with Gens. 
Wood of Santiago and Brooke of Havana, 
and other high officials, and was greatly 
impressed with their earnest and serious 
purpose in dealing with the grave prob- 
lems before them, and with their wisdom 
in administering a very difficult trust. He 
thought that preeminently in them we had 
the right men in the right places, and that 
tlie United States was exceedingly fortu- 
nate in the high character, common sense ; 
and unselfish patriotism of most of the 1 
men in high office in Cuba and Porto Rino. I 
Dr. Clark also had an interesting talk ' 
with Gen. Gomez, whom he believes to be 
a true and far-seeing patriot. Gomez ex- i 
pressed himself as greatly appreciating the ! 
work of America in freeing tho Cubans, I 
and as most desirous of the sympathy of I 
American people for Cuba in establishing I 
a just and righteous government. He j 
seemed to feel keenly the uction of the 
Cuban assembly in deposing him, but 
amone the common people his popularity 
is greater than ever. Dr. Clark believed 
there were unusual opportunities for re- 
ligions work in Cuba; that many Cubans 
were eager for a new religious life, and 
would gladly receive our missionaries.

CHEMICAL PLANT DAMAGED. 

BILLIMO'8, CLAPP Sc CO*8 LABORATORY 

AT NKW TON LOW HU FALLS 8C KN K OF A 

L1VKI.Y FIBlfi. 

The printing plant and chemical labora 
tory of the firm of Billings, Clapp Sc Co., 
situated on the Welledey side of the 
Charles river at Newton Lower Falls, was 
partially destroyed by lire at an early hour 
Tuesday moruiug. 

The fire is supposed to have started io 
the company's chemical laboratory, which 
Is situated within a few feet of the river, 
from which point it spread with great 
rapidity. Attention was first attracted to 
the fire by a couple of terrillo explosions, 
which were followel by a burst of flame 
through the roof of the structure. 

An alarm was at once pulled in from box 
35 in Wellesley, but so serious was the fire 
that a second and third alarm was sounded 
almost immediately after. 

The Wellesley department was r<s-en - 
forcod by hose company 0 of Newton 
Lower Falls, and shortly before 1 o’clock 
more apparatus from Newton was called to 
the scene by an alarm from box 51. 

Over 20 streams were soon playing on the 
blaze, which, owing to tho proximity of a 
number of mills, wooden storehouses, etc , 
threatened at any minute to become very 
serious. Tho burning building, which was 
only two and a half stories in height, was 
built of stone and wood, with a heavy 
stone wall about midway between. This 
served to check the Himes, and at this 
point the firemen devoted their principal 
efforts. 

Within less than six feet of the burning 
building were several of the company’s 
storehouses, full of chemicals und other 
inflammable materials. The outside of 
these buildings were fairly deluged with 
water. Had the fire once g'»t inside, it is 
claimed that about half of Newton Lower 
Falls would have been wiped off the map 
by the explosion which would have fol- 
lowed. 

However, owing to the plucky work of 
the firemen, no explosion other than the 
two which aresupposed to have started the 
fire in the laboratory took place. While 
the fire was in progress showers of sparks 
filled the air, and it is only owing to the 
efforts of the firemen and police, assisted 
by the citizens, that other fires were not 
started. 

Shortly after 1.30 o’clock the firemen 
began to get the flames under ontrol, but 
It was not until after 3 o'clock that part of 
the apparatus begun to leave. At 8 o'clock 
Tuesday morning tiie ruins were still 
smoking, ami a couple of streams were 
played on the embers up to noon. The 
damage, which is covered by insurance, 
will amount to some $5000. 


COL. BENY0N CHOSEN. 

AS MILITARY INSTRUCTOR OF TIIK BOSTON 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Lieut. Col. George II. Benyon, who Is as- 
sistant adjutant general on the staff of 
Brig. Gen. Bancroft of the 2nd brigade, M. 
V. M.was elected military instructor in tho 
public schools of Boston by the school 
board Tuesday evening. 

There were Hi ballots before the result 
was reached, which, with the ll ballots of 
two weeks ago, made 27 ballots to obtain 
a successor to Col. Weuver. 

The election of Col. Benyon was a good 
deal of a surprise. He got a few votes 
two weeks ago, and the contest was well 
along Tuesday evening before lie developed 
noticeable strength. There was a full at- 
tendance of members, und on almost every 
ballot Hi votes, or two-thirds, were neces- 
sary. On the ballot which elected Col. 
Benyon he had Hi votes. 

COL. BENYON'8 RECORD. 

Col. Benyon was born in Brighton, Jan. 
5th. 1858. He joined tbeClaflili guard. Co. 
C., 5th Infantry, M. V. M., in April, 1879. 
was warranted corporal In IHSo. second 
lieutenant 1881, first lieutenant 1884, twice 
detailed as acting adjutant, chosen cup- 
tain April 20, 18S7, which position lie re- 
linguished to aocoot the adjutancy Sept, 
15, 1887 and was elected major July 21. 
1888. In July, 1897, ho was appointed as- 
sistart adjutant general on the staff of 
(ten. B meioft, with the rank of lieuten- 
ant colonel. 

Ho is a sharpshooter and qualified marks- 
man in tho several classes. He won the 
visitors' match at Medford in 1884, the 
first prize at Newton in 1885, and was a 
member of the winning regimental teams 
of 1884, 1885 au l 1880, in l w »n the first 
prize for officers in the 2nd brigade off- 
hand and skirmish match in 1887. He ac- 
companied the M. V. M. rifle team to Eu- 
rope, under the late Maj. James I*. Frost, 
as adjutant. For several years Col. Benyon 
has served as military instructor in various 
schools, among them Newton High school, 
Chauucy hall. Boston; Lusell seminary, 
Auburmlale; Malden and Woburn High 
schools.

Improvements are in progress and in con J 
templation at the Riverside Recreation £ 
grounds on the Charles River just above 1 £ 
the Riverside station. These ground* have i 2 
been remarkably successful, the member- 
ship of last year about tripling that of the I £ 
first year, while this year it is expected, 
from present indications, that lust year’s $ 
membership will agnin double Itself, so that J 
much larger accommodations will bn need- 
ed. To meet tills demand the clubhouse 
has been doubled in size, extending along 
the river front for a distance of eighty-four 
feet, and filling in the whole space between 
the river and the swimming pool. In this 
extension there Is on the ground floor a 
large canoe-room, with accommodations 
for one hundred more canoes, a fifth of 
these racks having been already engaged. 
There also has been added a large dancing 
pavilion, and the kitchen and dining-room 
facilities have been Increased mi that be- 
tween three and four hundred persons can 
bi taken care of comfortably. 

It is planned to have music in the pavil- 
ion every Saturday evening throughout the 
summer, with the exception of those on 
which concerts are given by the Newton 
Boat Club or the B. A. A., so that a band 
concert at Riverside is assured once a week 
throughout the season. Another addition 
is a fine set of bowling alleys, which will 
also be put in the extension to the club- 
house. It is also proposed to have a golf 
course this season if it is a possible tiling. 

A tract of forty acres adjoining that form- 
erly owned by the company has been se- 
cured, and Willie Campbell, the wellknown 
professional of Boston, will shortly look 
over the ground und see what can be done 
In the way of a course. It is believed that 
a good one can be laid out, as the ground 
comprises a very varied tract of country, , 
open in character, and with a number of ! 
well-placed natural obstructions. It is | 
also hoped that some arrangements may be | 
made with the Metropolitan I’ark Commis- i 
sinners, whereby a part of the park land 
may be used, thereby largely increasing ' 
the length und general desirability of the 
course. 

A special feature will be made of the 
swimming department this year. This has 
always been a popular feature ut Riverside, 
so this year, John A. Leavitt, thechampinn 
half-mile swimmer of America, will give 
swimming lessons there throughout tiie 
season, lie wil! have classes for beginners 
and advance and emergency lessons, ami 
also will give private lessons* On June 10 , , n? 
there will he a swimming contest, which is ' 
expected to prove an interesting feature of 
the athletic season there. 

A change has been made in regard to ! 
membership, by dividing it into two class \ 
es, tiie senior members paying ten dollars a j 
year, ami the junior members, including all 1 
umler eighteen veils of age, liv -•dollars. . 

It is hoped that this will act as an eneour- | 
agement to the younger men and school- : 
boys to become members, while retaining j 
the great interest now shown by men en- 
gaged in business or professions.

A Policy of Enormous Perils. 

[Uishop H U. I’.>ttcr in North American Re- 
view.] 

The moment we consider the great ques- 
tions which confront our country in con- 
nection with the extra-territorial policy of 
the Uuited States, we are compelled to 
look in the face the enormous perils which 
such a policy must inevitably involve. It 
must involve, in the first place, a great, 
uud 1 believe u very greut, standing army. 
Intelligent men will not easily be per- 
suaded tbut uu urtny of 50,000 men, 
100,000 men, will be uble to bundle 
colossul uud most intricate problem of the 
proper government uud administration of 
these ulicn, uud, in some instances, utterly 
uncivilized peoples. But if we are to have 
only 100,000 men, or 150,000 men, the ques- 
tion arises, what will the new policy cost 
the country? Thu revenue laws of the 
United Stules government for the month 
of Juuuury, 1899 , in spile of recent legis- 
lation, hud eutirely failed to bring the rev- 
enue of tiie government up to the require- 
ments of the administration, and there 
was, for the month of Juuuury, a deficit 
of severul millions of dollars. This is a 
time of peace, and yet the curious fuet eon- 
frouts us Unit tiie army appeurs to be cost 
ing us more in a time of peace thuii it cost 
us u little w hile ago, lu the time of wur. 1 
confess for myself tliut when 1 contem- 
plate the organization of a greut unuy, 
which is to be crcutcd, uud, above ull, is to 
be officered upon the basis of the policy 
which bus obtained during the Iasi year in 
this country, in connection with the up- 
poiulmeut of pci sous to positions of con- 
siderable uud often of very great respon- 
sibility, l confront it w ith the utmost dis- 
may. 


Last Sunday Officer Saule, while looking 
through several new houses on Cabot 
street, Newtonville, found hiddeu away 
nearly $200 worth of stolen property, con- 
sisting mostly of women’s garments and 
hats.

KRtCD BY THE HOARD, MONHAY EVEN- |

REPORTS. 


At Monday night’s session of the board ; 
of aldermen, tlie attention of that body was 
occupied by the longest docket of the year. 
The business was, however, for the most 
part of a routine nature, and was disposed 
of in short order. President Knowlton 
filled the chair, and twenty members were j 
present. 

The feature of the evening was the wit I 
and humor to which Mr. S. L. Powers I 
treated the board in his characterization of j 
the Massachusetts Telephone company's J 
scheme for obtaining a blanket franchise, 
covering conduit locations in all the streets 
of the city. 

The hearing on this petition was the first | 
business of the session. Mr. Louis IIol- , 
brook spoke in favor of the petition of the 
new telephone company. His corporation, 
he said, did not ask a location in order to 
sellout to any other company. It was in 
earnest, and proposed to inaugurate a ser- 
vice which would result in providing cheap- 
er telephones. Where rival companies 
were engaged in the business, hg said, rates 
were being reduced, and in the west were 
being cut in half by rival companies liis 
company lmd money enough to carry on 
the business, and could secure thousands 
of subscribers in Boston. It expected to 
have more than 1000 subscribers in that city 
alone. 

It was prepared to begin the construc- 
tion of its plant within 00 days. Some talk 
had been made in regard to the smallness 
of its present capital. This capital was 
sufficient for the present, and sufficient 
would be at once forthcoming as soon as 
the company should obtain its franchises, 
(rood profits could be secured by his com- 
pany at one-half the New England’s rates. 
At present, telephones were for the rich, 
and not for the people. The people of New 
England, he added, were paying tribute to 
the Bell Telephone company, lie proposed 
to place telephones within the reach of the 
middle class. The telephones could be 
operated in Newton at an expense of $18 
per year, and the total cost of installation 
for instrument would not exceed $125. The 
eutire cost of installing a plant in Newton 
w ould not exceed $125,000, and one Boston 
broker stood ready to supply this sum 
within 24 hours. 

Mr. Samuel L. Powers appeared for the 
New England Telephone Company in re- 
monstrance. He called attention to the 
fact that the petition asked for a blanket 
franchise, covering the wholecity, without 
specifying what streets were wanted, and 
w ithout giving abuttors an opportunity to 
protest, while the New England company 
was always obliged to specify locations 
asked for and file plan of streets. This 
done, abuttors were given an opportunity 
to kick, which they always availed them- 
selves of. 

The cost of a wholly underground sys- 
tem such as contemplated, would tie about 
$2,000,000. The interest on this sum would 
be $120,000. The New England company 
had luoo Newton subscribers. With the 
same number on this basis the new com- 
pany would be confronted by an initial cost 
per instrument of $120. The New England 
company, he said, did not pay uu excessive 
reutal to the Bell company as iutimuted. 
It was u Massachusetts corporation, owned 
ami controlled in this state, and hud abso- 
lutely no water in its stock. It was now 
paying but six per cent, to its stockholders. 
At present rates in Newton it was earuing 
about 4 cents per day on instruments. He 
believed the other side wus in error wi en 
it stated that it co id raise any such sum as 
intimated to put into business on the basis 
outlined. In the west, where companies 
were competing, profits had been cut in 
pieces, the market value of telephone 
stocks had been reduced way below par, 
ami the companies were losing money so 
thut it was simply a question of time when 
the weakest would go to ttie wall. This 
was not good business policy. No one else 
appeared, and the hearing was closed.

He moved the adoption of the minority 
reportof the ordinance committee provid- 
ing for the adoption of an ordinance re- 
quiring heads of departments to give their 
entire i ime during olfice hours to the busi- 
ness of the city. He referred at length to 
the discussion of last year in regard to the 
case of Commissioner Ross, and suggested 
l hut this was the opening wedge for the es- 
tablishment of a dangerous policy. Alder- 
man Morton supported his contention, and 
the motion was opposed by Aldermen 
Dana, Weed, and Lowell, who maintained 
that each individual case should be dealt 
with separately and upon its own merits.

An order providing for the issue of $50,- 
000 w or th of sewer bonds was referred to 
the committee on finance, as was an order 
appropriation of $77,850 for the department 
expenses of the city, during the month of 
May. 

An order was passed providing for the 
perambulation of the Waltham line. 
Orders were adopted providing for amend- 
ments to tlie rules of the board of alder- 
men relative to method of voting in com- 
mittee, to form of report of committee, to 
monthly financial order, to suspension of 
rules. 

The report of the street railway commit- 
tee granting the Newton street railway 
company leave to withdraw on petition for 
location on Waltham, Crafts, and Walnut 
streets was laid on the table on motion of 
Alderman Nagle. Tlie Waltlmm, Newton, 
and Forest Hills, and the Wellesley & Bos- 
ton street railway companies were granted 
leave to withdraw on petitions for loca- 
tions on various streets. A communica- 
tion was received from His Honor, the 
mayor, calling attention to the practice of 
requiring the attendance of salaried olli- 
cials of the citv at committee meetings out- 
side tlie city, and recommending that so far 
*as possible, all committee meetings be held 
at City llaii. 

After explanatory remarks by Alderman 
White, and an address by Alderman Mor- 
ton, in which he asked that city laborers 
be provided with work, the board unani- 
mously voted to sustain the mayor’s veto 
of the order appropriating $40,170 for the 
reconstruction of various streets.

ENCOURAGING PROGRESS IN CUBA. 

AND (It'll PHII.IPI'INK POI.1CY SHOULD UK 

ON TI1K RANK 1 .1 N 1'- OPINION OF RKV.

Rev. Dr. Francis E. Clark, president of 
I he society of Christian endeavor, lias just 
returned from a trip with Mrs. Clark to 
Jamaica, where he went to a serins of con- 
ventions ot young people’s societies. On 
bis return he stopped several days at .San- 
tiago and Havana, in Cuba. He had in- 
terviews with Gen. Wood, in command of 
Santiago province, and with Gen. Brooke, 
military commander of the whole island. 
Dr. Clark told his neighbors last evening 
the story of his trip, speaking especially 
of affairs in Cuba. He said that some of 
his ideas had been shattered, but he 
brought back a hopeful view of affairs in 
the island. In the w hole province of San- 
Santiago, he said, there is very little suf- 
fering among the Cubans. Employment bus 
been found for about all tlie workers, and 
the condition has settled down satisfacto- 
rily. But in other parts of the Island much 
destitution prevails, and it is likely to con- 
tinue for several years. Some system of in- 
dustrial relief, such as is being attempted 
by Rev. Herbert M. Allen, who has lmd ex- 
perience in aiding the Armenian survivors, 
seems to promise as good results as any 
which has been mentioned. 

Dr. Clurk said that Gen. Wood has made 
u wonderful improvement in the sanitary 
conditions of Santiago, and tlmt the death 
rate has fallen materially since he has 
cleaned up the city. But the most Interest- 
ing pari of the address was thut relating 
to the political condition of Cuba. The ad- 
ministration of Gen. Wood Ims made a 
great change in official morality When he 
went into office, the bills which were ren- 
dered to him were for twice the amounts 
they should have been. But Gen. Wood 
told the Cubans that honesty was to be in- 
sisted upon, and s»on the officials found 
that everything was on a totally different 
basis from what it lmd been under Spanish 
rule, and now, when tlie bills are audited, 
they are for the right amounts. /VII of the 
appointments to office which Gen. Wood 
has made have been of Cubans, lie has 
taken pains to select the best men, both for 
character and ability. His testimony is 
that they make competent and honest offi- 
cials, and that they are proving their abil- 
ity to administer tlie government for them- 
selves. So far as the experience of Gen. 
Wood is concerned, it is being demonstrat- 
ed in Santiago province that the Cubans 
will soon be able to govern themselves und 
that the Americans can be wholly with- 
drawn. Some Spaniards are in favor of the 
annexation of Cuba to tlie United States, 
but Dr. Clark declared himself positively 
in favor of their independence, saying that 
they had demonstrated their capacity for it. 
lie does not think that it will comeat once. 
Time must be allowed for tin* development 
of methods and lor experience in office, but 
tlie course for the future lie regards as 
clearly outlined for tlie recognition by the 
United States of tlie independence of 
Cuba. , , , 

He praised the character of some of the 
American volunteers, but said that others 
of them were of tlie very opposite char- 
ter, and have practised all sorts of evil 
ways since they have been in Cuba, lie 
did not praise or condemn by wholesale, 
but was discriminating, und said that, on 
tlie whole, it was for the best that the 
volunteers were to be withdrawn and that 
regulars were to be substituted, for the 
latter are under so much better discipline 
titan the volunteers. 

Dr. Clark ’a conversation with Gen. Brooke 
confirmed his opinion regarding the policy 
to be pursued toward Cuba. Gen. Brooke 
is doing much the same as Gen. Wood in 
giving offices to the Cubans, and his opin- 
ion agrees with Gen Wood’s regarding the 
ability of the Cubans to govern tliem- 

After tlie address was ended, I talked 
with Dr. Clark, speaking of the situation 
in the Philippine islands compared with 
Cuba, for lie did not make any reference 
to our present problem in tlie East. He 
said, in so many words, that lie believed it 
would be well to put the Philippines upon 
the same basis as Cuba. Then the ques- 
tion was asked whether ho would author- 
ize me to say so in print, for such uu opin- 
ion from him, to such an extent, would 
have great weight with thousands of peo- 
ple regarding what is best to bo done in 
the Philippines. He replied: “I don’t 
know us I should go as far as you do in 
regard to the Philippines, but 1 am willing 
to be quoted assaying that I believe that 
they should be put on the same basis as 
Cuba.” That was in connection with his 
declaration that he believed that ultimately 
the Cubans should have their independ- 
ence recognized by tlie United Slates. 
There was no opportunity for further con- 
versation, with man. people around and 
Hi tlie confusion of tlie break up of tlie 
meeting, but his opinion will be read with 
interest by many all over the country, both 
because of his reputation and because he 
bus just returned Iron) Cuba.

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THE LEGISLATURE. 

(Special Legislative Oorrotpondonco.) 

Beacon Hill, April ID. 
This Is a holiday in which the honorable 
senators and representatives pay homage 
to the memory of Paul Unvero and the men 
of Lexington And Concord. There is no 
reason to believe that the sort of patriot- 
ism whioh wo revere in the forefathers 
has died out, as the prompt action of mem- 
bers in laying down the duties of office to 
take up arms a year ago very well demon- 
strated ; and although it is fashionablo to 
refer with more or less harshness to the 
General Court as the tool of corporations 
and all that, it is as a whole vory much 
disposed to do right, though its view of 
what the right course is inav not always 
be clear. There are some mercenary men 
in the legislature and they hurt the repu- 
tation of the jbody as a whole; but the 
great majority are patriots. 

Mr. Langford has done an excellent 
piece of work in getting the town of Long- 
meadow out of a very deep hole. Early in 
the session the town asked the right of 
eminent domain to enable it to take 
property for the purpose of enlarging its 
water supply. When the hearing came, 
somebody Inquired the date of the act by 
whioh it established a water supply. No- 
body could tell, and it soon developed 
that there was no act. The town had 
gone ahead and put in a supply without the 
formality of getting the consent of the 
general court. The result was that the 
petition was withdrawn and another one 
filed asking that the town’s action in 
reference to its supply be legalized and the 
taking of additional sources be authorized. 
Mr. Langford drew and reported the bill, 
which among other things confirmed votes 
of the town in 18B4 and 1805 in issuing 
bonds for 8;K),000, making the bonds a le- 
gal obligation on the town. It is rather 
remarkable that any broker took those 
bonds; it happened to be nearby Spring- 
field banks, without inquiring whether the 
town lmd any right to issue them. I lie 
situation is a unique one. 

One is led to worder what so astute a 
legal gentleman as Senator Harwood things 
of the Eairhaven bridge situation, as far 
as ho has gone. A Fall Itiver member put 
in an order for an investigation into the 
building of the bridge the other day. and 
it was promptly voted down. Ihis did not 
mean that the matter ought not to be in- 
vestigated, but that the railroad commit- 
tee had the matter in hand and was coin 
petent to deal with it. We have no right 
to ask Senator Harwood, what he thinks, 
as he is a juryman, but the matter not be- 
ing exactly in court, there is no danger of 
trial for contempt in speculating as to the 
processes of his mind when lie listens to 
the kind of evidence which has gone in re- 
cently. This bridge has cost a million 
dollars, or will when the work already 
authorized is finished. At Monday’s hear- 
ing the committee announced, that it would 
consider three points in the future; 
whether the grade crossing at the New 
Bedford end of the bridge should be 
separated ; whether the legislature should 
indicate what proportion of the expense 
should be borne by the city, by the county, 
if any, by the state and by the railroad 
compam ; and whether in the light of its 
transactions in building the bridge the 
work of grude crossing separation shall 
be done by the Bristol County commis- 
sioners. The evidence which has gone in 
seems to be that the commission is divided 
in sentiment, and that two of the three 
members have carried tilings with a rather 
high hand, making contracts and award- 
ing damages in a fashion which seems 
rather prodigal to persons of modest ideas. 

And now the garden city has succeeded 
in gaining the attention of the distin- 
guished representative of the West End 
and Beucon Hill in the General Court, the 
great unterrified. Martin M. Lomasney.

GOD’S ACRE HUMORISMS. 

PAPF.n 11Y MU. OnARIiKft S. K.V8TOV HEAP 
lU-.roitl. A MEETING OF THE CONNECTI- 
CUT HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

At a recent meeting of the Connecticut 
Historical Society held In Hartford, Mr. 
Charles S. Ensign of Newton gave an In- 
teresting discourse on “God’s Acre Humor- 
isms, or Churoh Yard VVIttiolsm.” 

Mr. Ensign prefaced his address by quot- 
ing from the poet Gay, who died in 1722 
“Life is a Jest and all things show It. I 
thought so once but now I know it.” He 
said that in England inanyof the humorous 
epitaphs are due to the fact that the gravo- 
8 tone was the only place on which a man 
could express himself freely and many 
took advantage of this license. The cus- 
tom was lirought from England to America 
and in the eighteenth century was by no 
means an uncommon practice. He then 
presented a large number of quaint and 
humorous epitaphs. A few are given here. 
In the church yard at Bury St. Edmunds, 
this was round: 

Hero lies the body or Deborah Dent, 

Hlio kicked up her heels and away she wont. 

In Burlington, Mass. 

Sacred to the memory of Anthony Drake, 

Who died for peace and quietness’ sake 
His wife was constantly scolding and sending, 
So ho fought repose in a twelve dollar oollln. 

In a cemetery in East Tennessee: 

Hero lies , horn May 10, 1830; died 


hope of a blessed Immortality at the early ago 
of twenty-one years, one month. Reader, go 
thou ami do likewi-e. 

In Baton Rouge, La. : 

Hero lies the body or David Jones. His last 
words wore die li Christian and a democrat.” 
In Palo Pinto, Texas: 

Ho remained to the last a decided friend and 
supporter or democratic principles and meas- 
ures. Messed are the dead who die In the Lord. 
In England : 

At rest beneath this churchyard stone 
Lies stingy Jimmy Wyatt. 

He died one' morning just at ten, 

And saved a dinner by it. 

One in New York state: 
lie lias climbed up the stairs of gold to rest, 

A cucumber stopped his young life’s frolic. 
Acres of aches were aching beneath bis vest. 
When he curled up and howling died of colic. 
Another in New York state:

Mr. Ensign said that the New England 
Historic Genealogical Society was taking 
measures to preserve the tombstones in the 
ancient burying grounds ami asked the as- 
sistance and co operation of other historical 
societies. The Daughters of the American 
Revolution had already done considerable 
in this line. A vote of thanks to Mr. En- 
sign was passed. 


Martin considered that this would include 
Boston, and lie saw in it another chance to 
add to the troubles of one Joslah Quincy. 
So he had it amended in the bouse to pro- 
vide that no connections witli the sewer in 
Boston shall be made outside the debt 
limit, and the senate concurred with the 
amendment and it will now go to the Gov- 
ernor again.

The $500,000 boulevard measure is run- 
ning tlie guantlet of the wuys and means 
committees jn-t at present. The result 
may not cut down the general appropria- 
tion, but it may be discouraging to the 
bill as a whole, should Senator George of 
Haverhill do as be threatens to do, report 
an amendment to provide that the money 
shall come from the metropolitan district 
instead of being divided, $250,000 to come 
from the commonwealth ami 8250,000 from 
the metropolitan district. The reason that 
the senator feels this way is because of Ins 
fruitless elforts to get a boulevard along 
the Merrimuc river from the highway 
commission. 1 e reasons that if li is sec- 
tion cannot get a highway at the partial 
expense of the state, it will not vote for 
boulevards in the metropolitan district at 
the same partial expense. 

Senator Harwood of your city lias sev- 
eral times this session declaimed with all 
the intensity of his nature against a hill to 
permit trust companies to act as execu- 
tors ami in other judiciary capacities on 
the ground that it wus a very dangerous 
thing to do. The bill came from the com- 
mittee on bunks and banking. Had it 
gone to the committee on the judiciary 
conunitUe it would have been killed, for 
lawyers liuve no use for it. In fact there 
was some reason to believe the legal mem- 
bers felt it was an attack upon them. 
However, it wus engrossed Tuesduy 18 to 

y. 

The same ufteraoon Senator Harwood 
sat down rutlier bard on a bill relative to 
the widtli of tires on heavy draught 
wagons. The bill provided that after 
1900 the width of such tires shall bo twice 
that of the diameter of the axle at the 
shoulder, lie reminded his colleagues that 
many heuvy wugons in the country dis- 
tricts nad wooden axles <> luches in diume- 
ter. Under this hill they would have to 
huvo tires a foot wide. It went over to 
next Tuesday before u vote was readied. 

On Thursday the house will take up the 
bill to provide thut the corporation taxes 
now distributed to cities uml towns where 
the shares of stock ure held, shall remain 
iu the stute treasury, the state paying the 
count v expenses, while county taxes ure 
abolished. From figures furnished the 
ways and meuus committee 1 find New- 
ton’s corporation credits last year were 
$01,71(1. Her county taxes are 819.871. 
Tlie gentle reader may do the same for 
himself and decide whether if bis name 
wus Lunsford or Chadwick lie would vote 
^ bill. " — »

Mr. Roosevelt’s “Fool Reformers.” 

[From the Boston Advertiser.] 

Gov. Theodore Roosevelt took occasion 
lately to speak with much deserved scorn 
of “fool reformers, ’’but he did not describe 
more particularly whom he meant. Some 
criticism, which we think unfounded, has 
been made upon the exuberant Teddy be 
cause of his reticence in this respect. To 
our mind it does him credit. It is another 
proof of his well-known modesty. To 
spare his blushes we will humbly endeavor 
to give, in brief, the description whioh lie 
rightly felt lie could not himself give with 
out laying himself open to tlie charge of 
egotism, something from which ho shrinks 
witli more than maidenly shyness. 

By the term “fool reformers,” the gov- 
ernor meant to indicate, for instance, per- 
sons who, while loudly proclaiming inde- 
pendence of boss rule in politics, and there- 
by getting to themselves a considerable 
reputation among believers in genuine self- 
government, hold themselves ready to rail 
up to the boss whenever he orooks his lin- 
ger ut them because he thinks himself in a 
tight place ami that they cun bo useful to 
him ; and who, to win tlie favor of tlie boss 
and get elected to office, not only desert 
their former friends, but become the will- 
ing and obedient servants of tlie political 
machine which, as reformers, they made it 
their stock in trade to revile. 

Furthermore, in alluding to “fool reform 
ers,” Gov. Roosevelt, without doubt, had in 
his mind’s eve the picture of a man who 
tries to combine in one person tlie totally 
irreconcilable characters of a reformer and 
a swash buckler, who iu one breatii des- 
cants upon tlie duties of civil-servioe re- 
form and iu tlie next breatii calls for tlie 
setting up of a .system of colonial govern- 
ment for distant dependencies, such a sys- 
tem as, whenever tried, lias never failed to 
breed tlie very worst kind of favoritism 
and jobbery known to spoils politics. 

Tlie “fool reformer” of this kind is also, 
in Gov. Roosevelt’s opinion, to tie recog- 
nized by the fact that while volubly claim- 
ing to be a believer in high ideals of gov- 
ernment, lie is ready in season and out of 
season to laud mere brute force, to stir up 
by boastful words tlie spurious “patriot- 
ism” which mistakes bigness for greut 
ness, and to plunge bis country into need- 
less bloodshed, unprofitable expenditure 
and shameful recreancy to its true ideuls. 

Such “fool reformers” certainly deserve 
ull Teddy’s sweeping scorn.

WATERTOWN CREAM CAKES. 


MANY NEWTON PEOPLE MADE SERIOUSLY 
ILL !»Y EATING THEM. 

Friday and Saturday local physioianshad 
many patients exhibiting symptoms of 
poisoning which have been traced to orea n 
cukes made, It is alleged, by the Watertown 
baker whose cream cakes caused the whole- 
sale poisoning in that town a short time 
ago. 

Shortly after the supper hour Friday 1 
night one member of a West Newton fami- 
ly became suddenly violently and painfully 
ill. A physician was summoned and the 
patient placed In bed. His Illness con- 
tinued to exhibit violent symptoms for 
several hours, and ho was treated for 
poisoning. 

Within a few minutes every other mem- 
ber of the family who had eaten cream 
cakes became similarly ill. In every case 
tlie attacks were most violent, and all the 
symptoms were those of poisoning, the 
physician said. 

Several more cases exactly similar in 
their nature were treated by tlie same phv 
sician in Newtonvllle on Saturday, and in 
every case the patient lmd eaten cream 
cakes purchased from tlie same linker. i 

Three similar cases appeared in Auburn- 
dale Saturday evening, and nearly a score 
, of other like consequences of eating cream 
cakes have been beard from to date in this 
city. A few more oases have also been re- 
ported in Watertown. 

Half a dozen dilTercnt physicians were 
called upon to attend these cases, and each 
one decided that the effects of poison were 
clearly manifested. 

it was at first supposed that tlie poison- 
ing might have been caused by allowing 
the cream to stand too long after boiling <n 
copper boilers, but it is stated that only 
agate ware kettles have been used In the 
preparation of the filling. 

The baker says that the ingredients 
which are used ill the manufacture of these 
dainties ure of tlie most innocent nature, 
and lie is at a loss to account Tor tlie pres- 
ence of uny poisonous material in his sup- 
plies. 

He is firmly convinced that the poison, 
whatever it is, lias been introduced into 
tlie cream cakes after they have been placed 
iu his wagon, for the purpose of injuring 
his business. He proposes to snare no 
pains to ascertain tlie identity of bis 
enemy, if an enemy is responsible for the 
alfuir. 

His theory is strengthened by tlie fact 
thut no larger proportion of tlie eaters of 
the 300 cream cakes, which have daily been 
sold from the bakery, have shown symp- 
toms of poisoning. 

Why in the world should our expansion- 
ist friends shriek so jubilantly over tlie 
fact that tlie American trade with tlie for- 
mer Spanish colonies has increased by 
about 81, (XH), 000 as compared with tlie fig- 
ures for 18!H ? Inasmuch us tlie United 
States is .spending millions every month in 
the foreign colonies, it would be very sur- 
prising indeed if this huge outlay did not 
accomplish something.

Numerous private letters from our sol- 
diers iu the Philippines, which appear in 1 
tlie papers of different sections of tlie coun- I 
try, all contain ominous references to the 
fact that no prisoners are taken as a rule, 
“owing to orders from headquarters.” 
Some of tlie letters state it sickens a man to 
see a “nigger’s” bead blown off by rifle 
shots at a distance of only five or six feet, 
und similar references are numerous. It is 
hardly probable that all the writers of these 
letters are lying, as the extreme Imperial- 
ist papers claim, and it is rather suggestive 
of the way things will be managed in that 
far-off land, if we once succeed in subduing 
the natives. Possibly tills “order from 
headquarters,” in regard to taking no pris- 
oners, explains in part tlie reason for tlie 
desperate way in which tlie natives fight. 
The military view tliut tlie only good 
Indian >s a dead Indian, seems to have been 
udop'.ed in tlie Philippines, if the letters of 
these private soldiers contain the truth, ; 
and it is not to be wondered at that tlie j 
volunteers are rather squeamish over this ' 
kind of warfare, and all but 7 per >cent. of 
them are tired of “killing niggers,” and ' 
want to come home to civilization. 

Tlie evidence on this point comes from ' 
soldiers in different regiments. Charles ' 
Brenner of Minneapolis. Kan., describing I 
tlie work of tlie Kansas regiment at Caloe- 
can, writes: 

Co. 1 had taken a few prisoners and 
stopped. The colonel ordered them no in- 
to line time after tlme.and finally sent (.’apt. 
Bishop hack to start them. There occurred 
tlie hardest sigiit 1 ever saw. They had 
four prisoners, and didn’t know what to do 
with them. They asked Capt. Bishop 
what to do, and lie said, "You know tlie 
orders,” ami four natives fell dead. 

L. F. Williams of Ozark, Mo., a member 
of tlie Washington regiment, writes con- 
cerning tlie .scene utter tlie lighting of 
February 4 : 

Tlie next day after tlie battle wo weut 
over the battle-field in squads, burying tlie 
dead niggers. I saw 74 buried in one hole. 
We would rake them up in u pile, dig a 
hole, and dump them in, throw u little dirt 
over them, and go ahead. In tlie path of 
tlie Washington regiment und battery I) of 
the 6tli urtillery, there were 1008 dead nig- 
gers, and a great many wounded. We 
burned all their houses. I don’t know 
how many men, women and children tlie 
Tennessee boys did kill. They would not 
take any prisoners. One company of the 
Tennessee boys was sent into headquarters 
with :to prisoners, and got there witli about 
100 chickens and no prisoners. 

Anthony Michea of tlie 3d artillery lias 
written to his father, Cupt. George Michea 
of St. Catherines, Out., tlie following: 

We bombarded a place culled Mulubou 
und then went in und killed every nutive 
we met, men. women and children. It was 
a dreadful sight, tlie killing of the poor 
creatures. 

Tlie Manila correspondent of the Now 
York Sun wrote to tliut newspaper: 

To shoot a mun ut six-foot range witli 
a Springfield rifle is a liurd tiling to do, but 
tlie orders were to let no insurgent live, and 
off would go tlie whole side of iiis head. 

Fred B. Hinchiiiuu of Co. A, United 
States Engineers, describes the lighting of 
Feb. 4, in a letter which the Brooklyn 
Fugle publishes, says our uien “are taking 
no prisoners. This is now our rule of pro- , 
ceduro and for cause.” As February 4th 
was the first battle with the Filipinos, the | 
reasons for tlie order should be fully ex- 
plained, and it is uo wonder that the 
American people ure shocked at tlie news 
which luuk out under the rigid censorship 
thut bus prevailed ut Manila. Our troops 
ure supposed to be there, by those who de- 
ferred the wur, to represent tlie muse of 
civilization uml huumnity, und to prepare 
the wuy for the spread of Christianity (?) 
uiuoiiK tlie uatives.

A COKPOI! ATION TRIUMPH. 


One of the great struggles of the legisla- 
ture has been over putting the tracks back 
on Tremont street, and a special feature of 
the struggle was the great lobby at work In 
favor of replacing the tracks, all in the in- 
terest of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, which will save money by the 
change. Most of the merchants on Trem- 
ont street have opposed the bill, and many 
people claim that the subway has not been 
used to its full extent, and the people have 
been purposely incommoded by the street 
railway company, in order to create a de- 
mand for the restoration of the tracks. On 
Tuesday there was a great debate over the 
matter, and many amendments proposed, 
which were all voted down. One was to 
demand a toll of five cents for every car 
that passed over the Tremont street tracks, 
which would certainly seem reasonable 
enough, as the Boston Elevated gets Its 
franchise for nothing. 

KepPesentative Saunders of Boston said 
that the Boston Elevated Railway had con- 
spired to viotiinize Boston. “It had put up 
Deacon Chipnmn to promote the bill and 
subsidized the press of Boston. In the 
lobby now are President Gaston of the 
road, owning $30,000 in stock ; Robert Win- 
sor, representing Kidder, Peabody & Co., 
an 1 J. Pierpont Morgan, owners of $1,100,- 

000 of stock; President Gaston’s private 
secretary, John T. Burnett; Mr. Prender- 
gast, owner of $85,000 of stock, and John 
A. Lee, chairman of the democratic w ard 
and city committee, and in the pay of the 
elevated railway. The entire lobby, from 
J. Otis Wardwell to David Lanergan, was 
present, and many men not familiar.’’ 

Jerry McCarthy, the famous politician, 
and other political leaders, were all for the 
bill, so that, of course, the work of those 
outside the “combination" did not avail, 
although the minority came very near once 
or twice to carrying some of the amend- 
ments. But the bill was finally passed by 
a vote of 103 to 70, and the Boston Elevated 
has once more shown its ability to get its 
schemes through the legislature, as it long 
ago demonstrated its ownership of ull the 
streets of Boston. 

In western cities there has been a revolt 
against such control of a city by a corpora 
tion, but the movement has not yet pene- 
trated to this section. The tracks on 
Tremont street must be a very valuable 
privilege for the Boston Elevated, judging 
from the fight they have made, and it is 
said that Boston’s tax rate could have been 
materially lowered, If the money the fight 
has cost the compuny had been paid into 
the city treasury, as a return for the fran- 
chise. But that is not the way things ure 
done in our large cities, as the investiga- 
tion of Mr. Cruker proves. 

Boss Choker's investigation arouses 
a good deal of interest, as illustrating the 
way in which large cities are governed in 
America, and the despotic power enjoyed 
by one man who holds no elective otlioe 
and is only a private citizen. There is this 
tube said of Mr. Cruker, however, lie is 
perfectly frank about the business and 
makes no hypocritical pretenses to supe- 
rior virtu i un 1 that sort of thing. This is 
something gained but Mr. Cruker of 
course thinks it is unfair to investigate 
him, and do nothing about the other great 
boss, Senator Piatt, w ho has done fully us 
much us Croker to corrupt the politics of 
New York city. But the present iuvesti- 
gu’i »n is directed by the New York legis- 

1 iture.w Inch is (Matt, and hecould hardly be 
expected to order an investigation of him- 
self. Mr, Croker should wait until his 
party gets possession of the legislature, 
uo 1 then lie can order an investigation of 
Piatt und his sons, uud their doings in 
New York city. Mean while it is hoped 
the present investigation will show up ull 
the rascality that it can find, which does 
not infect the friends of the investigators. 
Mr. Piatt and Mr. Croker have “divvied" 
so many times that Piatt ought to be pretty 
well posted on Croker’s misdoings. 

It is rather curious to find after the re- 
port of uny measure that pusses the house, 
which may in any way be distasteful to 
uuy great corporation, the statement al- 
ways made that “the bill has yet to pass 
the senate." Is the stuteiueut meant as a 
w aiming, or a hint thut the senate may de- 
feat it- The senate bus always had the 
reputation of being very fiiendly to cor- 
porations, uud the majority of its members 
are often charged with thiukiug thut they 
were elected to look after the interests of 
the corporations rather than those of the 
people.

Mate Highway Work. 

Dr. T. C. Mendenhall of the Worcester 
polytechnic institute, chairman of the 
state highway commission, tells the Wor- 
cester Gazette some interesting facts about 
the state road work. The scheme compre- 
hends the construction of 1800 miles of per- 
manently improved roadway, or 10 per 
tsent of the 18,000 miles of road in the state 
outside of the cities. Some 22ft miles of 
the 1800 have already been constructed, 
and when the projected work is done a 
net-work of state road will have been 
made which will leave no house iu the 
commonwealth more than threo miles dis- 
tant from a state highway which leads 
off toward the centers of population. Dr. 
Mendenhall does not give much encourage- 
ment to the suggestion that instruction or 
examples in improved dirt-road building he 
given, for such roads, keeping ill mind the 
greater cost <<f repair, are in the end quite 
as expensive as macadamized ones. One 
difficulty being encountered by tho high- 
way commission t« the liability of the 
macadam road to wear away when lacking 
in moisture, and the necessity of artificial 
sprinkling is being considered. Attention 
is also being given to oil which will bo ex 
perlmented with, but with some question 
whether it will not make the road sticky 
to foot travelers, and offensive iu smell. 
The commission has a well-equipped lab- 
oratory at work, and among the tests being 
made there are those of the wearing quali- 
ty of various kinds of stone and their quali- 
ty of cementation. It is a great work, to 
be sure, and a mighty expensive one as 
well. The Legislature is asked to appro- 
priate Sftoo.ouo, for it this year.

The annual report of Chief Tarbox of the 
Newton police department is iu the hands 
of the city officials. It shows a remarka- 
ble falling off in the number of arrests 
duriug the year ’98 as compared with ’97. 
The total number of arrests last year was 
952 against 1241 the year previous. 

Of these 71 were for ussuult mid battery, 
three for arson, 28 for breaking and enter- 
ing, 48ft for drunkeiiess, 56 for disturbance. 
49 for larceny. <ki for violation of the city 
ordiiiancesutid 11 for violation of the liquor 
law. The largest number of arrests, ‘.*7, 
was made in August, and the smallest, 50, 
in Junuury. 

Duriug the year 2915 tramps applied for 
lodgings and were put up ut stations 2 and 
3. Accident cases cared for by the police 
have numbered 80, 747 cases have been in- 
vestigated and 75ft unlocked buildiugs have 
been secured. 

'i’lie chief reports thut the amount of 
stolen property recovered by the depart- 
ment has been extremely satisfactory, and 
commends the work of special officer 
Fletcher iu this department.

tctiliv, probably Holt on la enrpenturia, ■ 
about 12 Inches In height and nearly tl in ; 
diameter The long, glasslike roots had ; 
boon torn ,;1T when it was brought up. In 
appearance the sponge was a veritable | 
porcupine, long, mvdiollke spicules stand- j 
ing out all over it, the longest three inches 
In length, needles so sharp and brittle that 
it was difficult to hold or touch tho 
sponge, and at a glance it resembled some 
odd or fanciful cactus. 

The sponge was vase shaped and would 
hold three pints of fluid, bulging out in 
tho center, with nn opening at the top suf- 
ficiently largi£ tn admit t Ho closed hand. 
Tlie long spicules reaching out from it 
presented asplomlldnppcarnncc w'hcn hold 
up to the sun and resembled glossy hairs, 
gleaming and scintillating wherever tho 
sun flashed along their surfaces. Many of 
the spicules were overgrown with an at- 
tractive cornline, bo that they appeared 
branched like tho limbs of a tree. In 1 
these mimic branches hung pendent many 
miniature pink hued starfishes and 
shrimps, while fastened to them, coiled 
and interlaced, were tho barrowliko eggs 
of a skate. 

That those sponges arc fairly common 
In deepwater offshore is evident by tho ! 
small specimens often brought up and tho 
pieces found on the outer Islands, especial- : 
iy Fan Nicolas, but never before 1ms so 
largo and perfect n specimen been scon. 

Tho glass sponges arc so called bccauso I 
their skeleton, or tlio spicules, resemble 
glass, iK'ing formed of a silica instead of . 
limo and closely resembling spun glass. ] 

Tho most beautiful of the group Is tho 
Venus flower basket, or Euplectella asper- 
gillum, of tho most beautiful description. 1 
When the first specimen was found, it was 
sold at a fabulous price, and its true nn- ■ 
turowns not suspected, but finally a speci- 
men was taken by a naturalist, who made 
the interesting discovery that the delicate 
and fragile glasslike vase that seemed j 
bo the work of somo cunning East Indian ’ 
was nothing more nor less than the skclet< 11 
of a sponge whose spicules were siliceous. 
In the water and alive tho sponge is not 
nn attractive object, being of a gray color ' 
and half buried in the mud, anchored hy 
long glussliko streamers. But, once dead ( 
anil relieved of its covering, it becomes 
ono of tlio n ost resplendent objects of t. 0 
son — a fairy vnso that might well Imvo 
been modeled by tho sea gods as a gift to 
Venus. 

This sponge lias tho spicules so arrang- 
ed that they present the appearance of 
squares. It is closed at tho top and sides, 
hollow in the interior and is occasionally 
tho prison of small crustaceans, which en- 
ter the inters-. ices when very young and, 
unablu to escape, become prisoners for life 
and In the si deton may be seen with their , 
claws protruding through tho opening, I 
creating much wonder among the tininit i- ! 
ated as to how they obtained ingress into 
tho glassy prison. I 

Another interesting glass sponge is hy- 
alonuma, which resembles a glass rope. ! 
Tho sponge itself is a small cup, perched 
upon a long series of glussliko stems, 
which are buried in tho mud. This was for 
a long time sold as the skeleton of tho lit- 
tle coral polyps which are parasites on its 
stems. — Scientific A merican.

Dr. A. A. Wright. of Cambridge, on Anril

illusions, and emphasized the necessity of 
close and keen observation in one who 
would acquire knowledge of a reliable 
sort. 

The Honorable A. S. Roe, of Worcester, 
lectured on Wednesday evening upon 
“Three April Days, 1689. 1775, 1861. "The lec- 
ture was distinctly patriotic in cast, and dis- 
cussed three memorable events in American 
history which occurred on the 19th of 
April, and were all fraught with gravest 
importance to the nation. The first of 
these was the complete subversion of the 
authority of Sir E 1 1 nu ml Andros in Massa- 
chusetts. and at the same time in the rest 
of the New England colonies; the second, 
the Concord fight at the beginning of the 
Revolution; and the third, the maltreat- 
ment of the 0th Massachusetts regiment in 
passing through Baltimore on its wav to 
Washington, at the beginning of the Civil 
war. Mr. Roe is a fluent and interesting 
speaker, and presented his subject in a 
style at once impressive and entertaining.

THE YALE MISSIONARY BAND. 


AT T1IK FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CIIUHCH, 
NEWTON CENTRE, WEDNESDAY EVEN- 
ING, APRIL 26. 


The Student Volunteer movement now 
Includes over 3,500 American students who 
have deolared their purpose, if God permit, 
to become foreign missionaries. A lack of 
sympathetic support on the part of the 
churches effectually prevents many of these 
volunteers from going to the Mission field, 
from every part of which come stirring 
appeals for reinforcements to meet the 
present wonderful opportunities. 

Realizing this condition of affairs the Yale 
Student Volunteer baud, after consultation 
with competent advisors, determined last 
spring to form from their number a band 
of five young men to spend the winter and 
spring of 1898-99 in going from city to city 
in the endeavor to rally the more than 
three and a hulf million young Christians 


tnree auu u uau nimww juuub vuu»iaui 
in tho various young people’s societies to 
tlie support of the three and one-half 
thousand of student volunteers. This un- 
dertaklug at once received the endorsement 
of four of the Missionary boards-the 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Baptist and Con- 
gregational. 

THE PURPOSE OK TIIE WORK IS: 

First. To ussist the Young People’s so- 
cieties, particularly in the larger cities, in 
uwaketiiug and maintaining a stronger in- 
terest lu missions, and thus ultimately dif- 
fusing the interest through the entire 

^Second. To bring strikingly to the atten- 
tion of the churches that large numbers of 
college men have offered themselves as 
missionaries, but cannot be sent to the 
field for luck of funds. 

In general plan tho work is interdenomi- 
national: is under the general supervision 
of Mr. John R. Mott, secretary of the 
World’s Christian Student Federation, and 
of one of tlie soerotaries from each of tho 
leading boards; and is without expense to 
the churches and societies except for enter- 
No collection is tuken ut the 
meetings, which uro not held for ruisiug 
money directly. Permanent results are 
sought by thorough organization rather 
than through the arousing of momentary 
enthusiasm. An especial plea is made for 
u more intelligent study of missions. 

These plans have involved much self- 
Bucrilioe on the part of the originators, who 
have been obliged not only in many in- 
stances to relinquish personal arrange- 
ments for the year, but ulso to seek the 
support necessary for travelling expouses. 
The five young men engaged in this work 
are I). B. Eddy, A. B. Williams. Jr.. Brown- 
ell Gage, Lawrence Thurston uud ( . \ . 
Vickery, all of whom were active in 
Christian work during their college course. 

The larger cities from Bostou to Chicugo, 
and as far south as Washington, huve been 
visited, and the work of the baud lias been 
remarkably blessed, The press comments 
are very favorable, and Rev. l'rauois K.

The anti-imperialist league, with ex-Gov. 
Georges. Bout well at his head, sends out 
the following: — 

Tlie anti-imperialist league has reasons

First. That our government shall take 
immediate steps toward a suspension of 
hostilities in tlie Philippine and a confer- 
ence with tlie Philippine leaders, with a 
view to preventing further bloodshed upon 
tlie basis of a recognition of their freedom 
and Independence as soon as proper guar- 
antees can bo had of order and protection 
to property. 

Second. That the government of the 
United States snail tender an official as- 
surance to the inhabitants of the Philip- 
pine islands that they will encourage and 
assist in the organization of such a gov- 
ernment in tlie islands us tlie people there- 
of shall prefer, and that upon its organiza- 
tion in stable manner, the United States, 
in accordance with its traditional and pre- 
scriptive policy in such cases, will recog- 
nize the independence of tlie Philippines 
and its equality among nations, and grad- 
ually withdruw all military and naval 
forces. 

If the objects of these resolutions are 
not immediately attained, the league is re- 
solved to make them effective in tlie politi- 
cal canvass soon to begin. Translations of 
its literature into German and other lang- 
uages can be effectually used in the North- 
west and in the Southwest, while there is 
a constant demand for the pamphlets, cir- 
culars ami broadsides now on hand : for 
speakers and assistance for local efforts 
from all parts of the country.

One hundred and twenty-four years ago 
this week Wednesday, our noble forefathers 
were fighting for the difference between a 
nobleman and a noble man, and will we 
please to know and iniud, and make every 
such day help us to keep in mind what that 
difference is, for it Is great. 

A nobleman is one to whom uobody in 
all the world, but a bigger nobleman or a 
king, muy say: You should, or must do, 
or not do so; but who, himself, may say to 
all tlie world beside: What are you doing 
there? or here! you do as I tell you! 

A noble man is one who lives to make all 
the difference for the better, that he can by 
all tlie means in his power, between the 
world as he found it and tlie world as he 
leaves it. Moreover, to guard against dead- 
ly error just at tuis point, he dous this, not 
by tire und sword, with blood uud tears and 
shrieks of rage and terror, seeds of inevit-

That the creator of such characters as 
tlie Girdles tones, Ml cab Clark**. Sherlock 
Holmes, Brigadier Gerard ami Uncle Ber- 
ime could paint so dainty a picture of mari- 
tal happiness as that presented by “A 
Duet, With an Occasional Chorus,” (D. 
Appleton & Co., New York), will agreeably 
surprise even those who are familiar with 
the remarkable versatility of l)r. A Conan 
Doyle. It is in tin* nature of a chart which 
will show “all the little two oared boats,” 
as the author’s preface lias It— “how to lay 
their course.” so as to avoid rocks, sand 
banks and founderlngs. The conversa- 
tions art* sprightly, natural and most amus- 
ing. A better book for a wedding present 
would be hard to find. Many a disagree- 
ment may be prevented by a careful read- 
ing of tills delightfully domestic book. 

"By Bei wen Banks” is a very pretty love 
story by tlie author of “Mifanwy,” “Torn 
.Sails" and other Welsh romances. It has 
that happy touch which instantly arouses 
one’s lull interest through its very light- 
ness, charm and perfect naturalness. The 
two young lovers, who are separated on ac- 
count of the religious prejudices enter- 
tained by their respective guardians, have a 
great deal more trouble than seems neces- 
sary, save that it Intensifies their final 
happiness and makes possible another of 
those dainty and wholly natural love idyls 
which seem to come from Allen Raiue’s 
pen without any conscious effort. The 
whole atmosphere of the story is refresh- 
ingly sweet, pure and simple, and, com- 
bined with tlie character drawing, it is a 
very pleasing glimpse of Welsh life. Local 
color is effectively brought in, and every 
slight detail seems to bear witness to the 
fact that tlie author is an artist who knows 
how to blend life and romance and the 
possibilities of both without ever stepping 
over the boundary of good taste.

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A SCHOOL BOARD CAUCUS. 

MEETS INFORM ALLY TO DISCUSS TIIK RE- 
ELECTION OF SUTERINTKNDKNT AL- 

Diucn — vote of s to 3 against him. 


To the Editor of tho (InArmr: 

An informal meeting Of the school board 
was held on Saturday morning, the 22<1 
Inst., in Mr. Hardy’s ellice In tho Tremont ! 
building, Boston, to discuss the question of 
re-electing the superintendent, Mr. Al- | 
drich, at the coming meeting in dune. This | 
meeting, however Informal In its character, 
was one of great Importance to the people 
of Newton. We have been requested by 
some well known citizens to give an ac- 
count of the proceedings of the meeting to 
the press, and have felt with them that it 
was desirable that this should he done, so 
that the people of tho city may be informed 
of the opinions of the members of the 
board as expressed at this meeting. The 
following, therefore, is our report of the 
proceedings. 

There were eleven members present at 
the meeting, Messrs. Avery, Hornbrook. j 
Hamilton and Knowlton being absent. ; 
Mr. Benner noted as chairman. There was 
no secretary. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Dewey, which 
was favored by Messrs. Rand, Luitweiler 
and Bacon, it was agreed that members 
having complaints or criticisms to make 
against Mr. Aldrich should be given an op- 
portunity to do so before an informal ballot | 
was taken. This course was urged by the 
new members, who hud served only since 
last January, as they said that they felt 
that they could not vole on such an import- 
ant matter with their limited knowledge of 
and experience with Mr. Aldrich. Re- 
marks were then made by the various 
members of the committee. 

Mr. Benner said that his intercourse 
with Mr. Aldrich has always been friend- 
ly. His criticism of him was that lie did 
not like his temperament, which is auto- 
cratic. Mr. Aldrich considers it i nisei f an 
educational expert, and has a small opinion 
of a layman’s ideas on educational mutters. 
The speaker, ou the other hand, had a 
small opinion of the ideas of educational 
experts. He valued the opinion of bluff, 
plain-spoken men in educational matters, 
lie did not think that the board in former 
days was In practice a deliberative body. 
It simply registered the will of Mr. Al- 
drich. The dissenting minority was suiull 
and it received no consideration. A sug- 
gestion of any change by the minority was 
looked upon us an attack upon the superin- 
tendent, ami was f row tied upon by the 
majority of the committee. In the last 
year or two there has been a change in 
these conditions. 

Mr. Hardy said that his relations with 
Mr. Aldrich had always been pleasant. 
They had hud differences of opinion, but 
both expressed themselves very frankly. 
He believed Mr. Aldrich to be an able man 
but autocratic. He believed it to be against 
the city’s interest to have its superin- ! 
teudent a member of the State Board of 
Education, because this leads to the mak- 
ing of experiments in our schools. 

Mr. Hardy was asked, but did not speci- 
fy, what experiments, if any, hud been 
made in the Newton schools. 

Mr. Rami suid that he had always found 
Mr. Aldrich courteous. Believed him to 
be an able man and u very clever politician, 
and considered him to be an autocrat; hau 
talked with a Quincy school committee 
man, who also said lie was autocratic. 
That Mr. Aldrich was an admirable and 
interesting speaker. lie hud had an oppor- 
tunity lately of listening to Mr. Aldrich 
twice when lie hud addressed the school 
teachers in Newton. Oil one of these oc- 
casions, he showed himself to be u politi- 
cian ; the subject of his address being the 
teaching of spelliug and readiug. He 
quoted from Benjamin Franklin, who once 
said, in effect, that he considered it more 
important to think clearly and wisely than 
to spell well. This was told by Mr. Al- 
drich in a way that created a rippie of 
laughter among tho teachers, and tended to 
belittle the teaching of spelling. 

Mr. Crehore said that the teachers of 
Newton were In terror of Mr. Aldrich. As 
a member of the school committee, he had 
not been able ut times to obtain informa- 
tion from Mr. Aldrich, referring particular- 
ly to certain inquiries about sloyd work in 
the schools. 

Mr. Luitweiler said that Mr. Aldrich had 
always been courteous to him. Since his 
election to the board, lust January, lie bad 
made a practice of spending one half a day 
each week in the schools He hud no criti- 
cism to make of what lie hud found in the 
schools. He was under the impression 
that Mr. Aldrich is an able politician. 

Mr. Bacon said that his relations with 
Mr. Aldrich had been agreeable. He felt, 
however, that there was considerable dis- 
content with him among the intelligent 
portion of the community, if this existed 
to the extent of even twenty-five per cent, 
he thought lie should not be re-elected. 

Dr. Huntington believed Mr. Aldrich to 
bean h mest, straight forward man, ami an 
utile administrator, lie had letters from 
several educators in this state in regard to 
Mr. Aldrich; Baliiet of Springfield, and 
Dutton < f Brookline, being among his cor- 
respondents. These men regard Mr. Al- 
drich us being among the first three or four 


the public. As n member of the board, lie 
had heard from lime to time stories regard- 
ing tho actions of Superintendent Aldrich. 
Tiiese stories referred to matters which 
seemed to him to he very small and petty 
and not to be worth the consideration of 
intelligent men. He had heard that there 
was considerable discontent with Mr. Al- 
d i lob, and expected at this meeting that they 
should have his serious faults set forth, 
and said lie was disappointed. His train 
ing in early life was that of a lawyer, and 
he Tell that lie knew what would be con- 
sidered to he evidence. So far, they had 
notliing presented which could he called 
evidence; nothing but opinion, excepting 
the test Imon.t *d Mrs Anders. 

Mr. Hardy felt that if they should at- 
tempt t<i specify, they might prolong the 
meeting for hours. 

Mr. Bonner did not think it would be 
manly and proper to make specific charges 
against Mr. Aldrich unless ho was there to 
listen to them. 

Mr. Bond said he hud served on t lie 
school hoard during the whole of Mr. 
Aldrich’s seven years, and also in the time 
of his two predecessors, it seemed to him 
that Mr. Aldrich’s administration <>f the 
schools had been brilliantly successful, and 
that the people had a right to be proud of 
the high standard which the schools have 
reached. In meeting persons from other 
parts of the state, he has been constantly 
congratulated on our having in Newton a 
man of such signal ability, and upon the 
high quality of our schools He believed 
Mr. Aldrich to be the ablest superintendent 
in the state. As President Eliot had been 
referred t", he felt that it would he a com- 
pliment, and a deserved compliment to Mr. 
Aldrich, to speak of him as a President 
Eliot among the school superintendents of 
the state. Throughout the city there was 
a strong feeling of admiration and regard 
for Mr. Aldrich, and he believed that that 
feeling was Increasing, and that if it should 
be intimated that there was an intention of 
making a change in the office of suuerin- 
tendeut, public opinion would be heard 
from. 

An informal vote by ballot on the ques- 
tion of the re-election of Mr. Aldrich for 
one year from September 1st, 1899, was 
then taken, resulting us follows: Nays 8, 
yeas 3. 

Arrangements having been made to as- 
certain the opinions of the absent members 
on the question of re electing the present 
superintendent, and for the communication 
of the results of the vote on this question 
to Mr. Aldrich, the meeting then ad- 
journed.

SCHOOL BOARD. 

QUESTION of increase in master’s 
SALARIES CAUSES UNUSUALLY LIVELY 
DEBATE AT WEDNESDAY’S MEETING- 
DISCUSSION BECAME SO HEATED THAT 
AN EXECUTIVE SESSION WAS FOUND 
NECESSARY. 
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Tliere was a clash at Wednesday even- 
ing’s session of the school board that quite 
disturbed the usual harmony which has al- 
ways characterized the meeting of that 
body. It came about when the question of 
increasing the salaries of four grammar 
school masters w f as reported upon by the 
finance committee. 

Mr. Dewey’s criticism of the masters, 
and their ability stirred up the friends of 
botli Mr. Aldrich and the masters, and it 
was then that the debate became too 
warm for peace-loving members. Through 
their efforts it was decided to exclude re- 
porters. What was said in executive ses- 
sion would probably make choice reading, 
und us it was, enough was said in open 
meeting from which many inferences 
might be drawn. 

Shortly before 8 o’clock, Pres. Betiner 
called the board to order. Twelve mem- 
bers were present. The first business was 
the superintendent’s report. 

Supt. Aldrich called the members' ut- 
tentlon to the exhibition of nature studies 
in the school board chamber. lie also 
said Mr. George, English teacher ut the 
High school, had been offered a salary of 
$3500 a year by the school authorities of 
greater New York. It was Mr. George’s 
i request that the attention of the school 
board be brought to the fact that bis salary 
ut present was $2400. Mr. Aldrich said 
that Mr. George was probably desirous of 
knowing if the school board of Newton in- 
tended giving him any increase. The 
1 superintendent's report was accepted, 
i The finance committee presented a re- 
port on the order presented ut the Mutch 
meeting which recommended these mas- 
ters be granted an increase of salary from 
Slfioo to $ 2000 : F.W. Chase, Adams school, 
li. T. Sylvester, Clutiin school ; G. M. 
Moore, Hide school; C. N. Wetherbee, 
Wade school. 

After the report had been received Mr. 
Luitwieler said bethought the position of 
the committee was nut well taken. Ail in- 
significant discrimination had been made 
when the salary of Mr. Moure of the Hyde 
school was nut increased when the master 
of tbe Bigelow school iiad but 37 more 
pupils under his cure, at a greater salary. 

Mr. A very said these masters, the com- 
mittee bad reported upon, were worthy of 
an increased salary. Some of them had 
harder work than those w it li a larger sal- 


nlty Ilian the present could be offered to i 
economize and keep down the expenses of 1 
the city 

Mr- Anders was not of the same opinion. I 
She didn’t agree with Mr. Dewey in Ills 
views, a. nl thought that ills remarks about 
masters who me kept on and could well bo 
spared were a direct insult to Mr. Aldrich. 
Mrs Anders felt the masters were doing 
their work faithfully, and stinh criticism a- 
was offered b.\ Mr. Dewey should not be 
tolerated. 

Mr. Rand seconded in a degree, he said, 
wlmt Mrs. Anders hud told tho hoard. He 
thought if any member knew any reason 
tb.it Imd not been already given, why those 
salaries should not be mel ons* d he iv -mid 
better present it to the board Mr. Rand 
was in search of information. 

Dr. Hamilton thought tbe insinuations of j 
the Ward 7 member, Mr. Dewey, should he 
looked into, lie would not vote for an in- 
crease it there was any truth In what Mr. 
Dewey had insinuated. Dr. Hamilton, 
how ever, was anxious that tin* board con- 
sider this question in executive session, and 
offered a motion to this effect. No second 
was heard at that time. 

Mr. Dewey replied that without any in- 
tention to insult anybody lie must reaffirm 
what he had said. There were those mas- 
teis who had outlived tlteir usefulness. 
’They were indolent, old, incompetent, and 
should he dropped. This would be in jus- 
tice to tile children. 

“We ought to lie willing,'? said Mr. 
Dewey, ’’to suffer the odium of this— well, 
perhaps it might be called cruel action — 
that the schools may he benefited. I 
have nothing to take back. It is a question 
of capacity. Look at it in a business way. 
Two salesmen are employed in a store. 
One is paid more than the other. Why? 
because he earns more. The same rule ap- 
plies here. I repeat some of these masters 
would be fully well paid if they received 
$1,500. 

Mrs. Anders thought Mr. Dewey had 
gone too far, and should either state the 
facts clearly or exonerate those masters. 
She wished tho vote to be cal led immedi- 
ately. 

Mr. Avery asked if the press representa- 
tives would refrain from reporting any 
further discussion if the masters’ abilities 
were considered. 

Chuirumn Benner put the request to your 
correspondent, who expressed his willing- 
ness to oblige the hoard. Mr. Howes of 
Ward 7 felt an executive session tho proper 
tiling at this time, and seconded Dr. Ham- 
ilton’s motion made some time before. Tho 
motion was put and carried. 

For just a half hour the board talked 
the subject over behind closed doors. At 
1 9.30 your correspondent was again ad- 
mitted to the chamber. 

A motion to accept tho committee’s re- 
port and its provisions was put and lost by 
a tie vote. 

Mr. Avery then offered an order provid- 
ing for the increase of the salaries of 
Messrs, Chase, Sylvester, Moore und Weth- 
erbee. This vote was put and lost. 

The finance committee reported that it 
was inexpedient to increase the salary of 
the janitor of the Adams school. Report 
accepted. 

A report from the speoial committee ryi 
school lines was received and accepted. 
It provided for a change in the Wuhan dis- 
trict. The change will bring tho Wuhan 
school from the Williams district to the 
Hyde district, giving the Hyde district two 
buildings and the Williams district three. 
It will not affect any children, but is made 
to conform with existing conditions. It 
simply brings the school boundary lines in 
that part of the city up-to-date. Mr. Bacon 
thought lie personally could do more for 
the Waban school if it was brought into 
the Iljde district. 

These orders were referred to the finance 
committee for consideration: Granting 
Anna G. Swain, Pierce school, a leave of 
absence und Mary S. Bruce, assistant ut 
the High school, a leave of absence. 

An order requesting the city government 
to complete one or more unfinished rooms 
in the Waban school was referred to the 
committee on school houses.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


(Rponlnl legislative Corronpnndon co.) 

I ton con Hill, April 20. 

The principal topic of conversation this 
week thus fur has been the announcement 
of Attorney (Jeneral Knowltnn that he pro- 
posed to enter the fifht for the nomination 
for Governor. Although forecast for sotno 
(lays, the announcement took most people 
very rnuoh by surpriso. It was announced 
by a ineotitiK at which your fellow-towns- 
man, Co). Farqnhar, wns present, and the 
political situation immediately took on a 
new hue. At the State II mso, Col. Far- 
quliar is Riven the credit of persuading 
Knowlton to run. Mr. Britoe of Lawrence 
at once lost his interest In the Democratic 
nomination, a matter of u great doal of 
moment In Itself. With only one candidate 
for the Republican nomination, Mr. Crane 
would have had suoh a clear field, with no 
personal feeling on any side, that the Dem- 
ocracy would be willing to let a gold or a 
silver man or any kind of a man run, for 
he would not be elected anyway. Hut If 
there is to be a pre-convention fight in the 
Republican ranks, It would be worth while 
to look about In the Republican ranks for 
some man like John R. Thayer, who is 
acceptable to all factions in the Democratic 
party, and see what will come of it. From 
now on everything will take on a warm 
aspect, and there is no knowing what the 
end will be. Mr. Crane did not want to run 
for governor. lie was not a candidate for 
first place when he ran for the lieutenant 
governorship three years ago. ns was re- 
peatedly stated; but last fall he was led to 
believe that his candidacy would be unop- 
posed, and in deciding to accept the second 
place again it was understood that his 
candidaoy for the first this year went with 
it. The matter has proceeded so far that 
he cannot well get out of the fight now, but 
it is safe to say he would never have got 
in could he have read Mr. Knowltou’s 
mind. 

But let us conceive a certain situation. 
Mr. Powers of Newton has been making a 
very wonderful fight, against heavy odds, 
for the defeat of the telephone supervision 
bill. I have many times in this correspon- 
deuce expressed my admiration for the 
methods of Mr. Powers, which, so far as I 
have observed them, display great general- 
ship with nothing ot a reprehensible na- 
ture, though, personally, l am not in sym 
pathy with his side of the question; but 
there are those who do not believe tliut the 
telephone fight is a square one, and who ask 
that there be an investigation ol the same. 
If this feeling finally results in an investi- 
gation order neither political party would 
care to oppose it. An investigation would 
mean that the attorney general of the Coin- 
wealth would be called upon to conduct it 
for the Commonwealth. The lieutenant 
governor, the squarest man whoever lived 
and having no connection whatever with 
this fight, is fortunate enough, or unfortu- 
nate enough in a second sense, to be the 
largest known owner of Hell Telephone 
stock, if reports may be believed. Under 
these circumstances it would be hard to 
divorce the idea in the popular mind that 
these two candidates represented opposite 
sides of the telephone fight, and good 
politics, if nothing else, should lead the 
Republicans in the legislature to pass the 
telephone bill and thus head olT any attempt 
at an investigation. It grieves one to think 
how such advice will strike the genial 
counsel of the telephone companies, but 
he should not appear to sympathize with 
those who oppose telegraph supervision 
bills and then write the papers that tele- 
plxme supervision alone is unfair. I he 
house having thrown the bill down, we 
will await the next move. 

The fight on the question of abolishing 
the New bury port wati r oonunission was 
on in the house yesterday, and of course 
Mr. Langford was spoiling to get into it; 
but, unfortunately, he has been alllicted 
with hoarseness for a week or more, and 
could not speak loud euough to be heard 
a dozen feet, so that he had to be content 
to let others express the line of thought 
which was in his mind. 

Senator Harwood was druwn into the 
fight on the bill to reorganize the Boston 
school board the other day, much against 
his will. That is, he hated to oppose any 
bill with so much merit, but his convictions 
would not let him keep silent and see a 
measure enacted which placed the question 
not only of text books but the selection and 
retention of teuchers in the bunds of one 
man. 

The oonnnittee on state house is getting 
ready to leport a bill to spend $1,500,000, 
and probably a great deal more, In acquir- 
ing the property west of the state house on 
Beacon, Joy and Mount Vernon streets in 
the interest of progress. The belief of the 
committee is that it is time that the build- 
ings on the eust side, now owned by the 
state, were vacated and razed to the ground 
to make wuy for the Hooker and Hanks 
statues. They are occupied by the Metro- 
politan sewer and wuter commissions, and 
the highway commission. The project is 
to buy the row of buildings between Han- 
cock avenue and Joy streets, extend Han- 
cock to Beacon street, cutting off the fronts 
of these buildings on the side toward the 
state house, and allow these commissions 
to occupy them until such a time us the 
state is reiuly to raze them also for exten- 
sions of the state house. The appraiser, 
J. J. Cadigan, finds thut the property is 
assessed at $1,340,500, and that its approxi- 
mate value* is $1,524,600. The argument of 
the friends of the purchase is that t would 
Le better for the state to buy this property 
than to pay largo sums for damages under 
the proposed act to limit the height of 
buildings ou Beacon Hill and then not have 
the buildings. The committees meets on 
Friday to decide this matter. When it re- 
ports a bill the committee on ways and 
means is likely to give it its quietus for this 
year. 

The house yesterday engrossed a bill 
which has caused Senator Harwood some 
trouble, it being to permit Framiuglium to 
appropriate money to pay certain expenses 
which were Incurred for street watering 
last year during the presence of the uiilitiu 
or volunteers ut camp. There seems to be 
no good reason why the measure should 
not have pussed easily, but somebody was 
disposed to impede its progress. 

The bill to permit Worcester to assess a 
portion of the expense of street watering 
on the electric roads is on for debuf.e to- 
day. Mr. Chad wick and his associates of 
the committee on cities did not enthuse 
over this meusure very much, but Mr. Hunt 
of Worcester is un excellent gentleman, 
and he begged them to report it, so after 
taking some of the objectionable feutures 
out of it. a majority consented. House 
('huirmun Hayes and Clerk Sands dissented, 
however, which is bud for the bill, particu- 
larly us Senator Chamberlain, the ohalruiuu, 
also dissents and is waiting for it with de- 
vouring anxiety should it run^the gauntlet 
of tlie house. 

On Thursday the Senute will tuke its 
turn in discussing the relaying of the Tre- 
n, out street tracks. The general belief is 
thut the upper brunch will pass the bill, 
but there is less sense of security over the 
Governor’s probuble action.

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Apaches and Filipinos. 

Col. Thomas Wentworth Iligginson 
writes to the Boston Transcript: It is a 
merit of journalism that bane and antidote 
sometimes occur by mere accident In par- 
allel columns. Thus the snmo journals 
whioh contained Gov. Roosevelt’? denun- 
ciation of the “prattlers” who “make* a 
pretense of humanitarian ism to hide nod 
cover their timidity.” printed also from 
another source the simple statements 
whioh demolish his chief argument. 
“Their doctrines,” Gov. Roosevelt says, 
“If carried out, would make it incumbent 
upon us to leave the Apaches of Arizona 
to work out their own salvation.” The 
same papers contain also the report by 
Dr. Russell of Harvard University of a 
long residence among the Apaches, in 
which he calls attention to the long series 
of wrongs which have made those Indians 
what they are. It has been the constant 
testimony of United States military officers 
that Indian outbreaks have resulted, as a 
rule, from the violation of treaties, and 
this, not on the part of the Indians, but of 
whites. First, m dealing with Spaniards, 
then with the Americans, the Apaches 
have learned to regurd the white man as 
Teeutnseh regarded him, when he said of 
him. “IIe is curuing, crafty, cruel, with- 
out honor, without natural airection.” Dr. 
Russell says: “Were we to organize a so- 
ciety for the amelioration of the condition 
of the Apaches, I would suggest thut its 
primary object be the education of the 
whites with whom the Indians ure brought 
in contact. Making due allowance for the 
barrier of language and for the differences 
in philosophy and custom, the causes of 
misunderstandings do not reflect credit on 
the Anglo-Saxon, 60*11 ot arouse one’s pride 
in American citizenship.” 

Those acquainted with Gov. Roosevelt’s 
spirited book, “The Winning of the West,” 
know that its weak point is the incapacity 
of its author, as a general tiling, to rise 
above the mere frontiersman’s view of the 
Indian, or to do him that degree of justice 
which the highest officers of the regular 
army have so often done. This led the au- 
thor, for instance, to speak very slight- 
ingly of that remarkable book. “A Century 
of Dishonor,” although its author. Mrs. 
Helen Hunt, had spent almost her whole 
life at army posts, had been the wife of a 
very distinguish) d officer, and based much 
of her book on the direct testimony of 
other officers, his friends, whose lndiuu 
service had been constant. This L happen 
to know, for I read the proofs of her book 
and saw the correspondence on which it 
was founded. If it is our object to convert 
the Filipinos into Apaches, we have only 
to follow up the very course we have be- 
gun. Gov. Roosevelt cites the Kuglish as 
our models, in the usual way. It may be 
remembered that Mr. Fronde, no admirer 
of this country, said of it: Americans do 
not enjoy killing, like tiie English,” but 
after another year of island wars we may 
get bravely over this prattling timidity.

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


LOWER I AI.LS EXCITED AND WINDOWS 
SHATTERED. 

The terrfie explosion of guncotton which 
occurred Monday at the works of the 
Billings, Clapp chemical oompany at New- 
ton Lower Fulls, wrought more dumuge 
than was ut first estimated, and the total 
loss will probably reach $ 2000 , exclusive |of 
the injury to the surroundiug buildings. 

There is scarcely a whole pane of glass 
to be found in the village, and the force ot 
tlie explosion was fell ut a distance of |hulf 
a mile. 

The explosion is thought to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion. The 
Billings, Clunp plant, comprising some Half 
u dozen buihiings, Is situated off Washing- 
ton street on tlie Wellesley side of the 
Charles river. The building destroyed wus 
u large one-story structure, used for storage 
purposes, und in it there was nearly a quar- 
ter of u ton of guncotton und quantities of 
other chemicals. 

Without any warning whatever the 
building was lifted from-the ground by u 
fearful explosion und totally wrecked. 

Two men passing tlie building at the 
time were hurled t<> the ground and sus- 
tained slight injuries^ while several others 
narrowly escaped being hit by flying 
timbers and brokuu glass. 

For some moments ufter tlie explosion 
occurred panic reigned. The employes of 
tlie mill, startled by the falling glass, made 
a wild rush to escuoe from tlie building. A 
blinding smoke tilled the uir, und it wus 
with difficulty thut the exit wus made in 
safety. 

Tlie employes of the Sullivan shoddy 
mills, immediately adjoining, were budly 
frightened, and u panic wus narrowly 
averted. 

To add to the excitement, tlie wrecked 
building took fire, und two ulurms were 
sounded from Wellesley. Before tlie de- 
partment arrived, however, tlie hose wagon 
of the chemical compuny, aided by the 
men of the Sullivan mills with their ex- 
tinguisher, hud the flumes under control. 
But it w as some hours before the blaze wus 
extinguished. 

The company bus been particularly un- 
fortunate of late. Two weeks ago a 
serious lire destroyed a part of its factory, 
causing a lo ss of several thousa nd dollars.

Newton Single Tax Club. 

Tlie regular semi-monthly meeting was 
held at 230 Bellevue street, on Monday 
evening. By request the name of Mr. C. 
W. Leonard wns substituted for that of 
Mr. Lewis E. Coffin on tlie petition com- 
mittee appointed at previous meeting. 

In regard to the Local Option in Taxa- 
tion sought to lie promoted by the club, 
some further explanation was offered as 
follows. T he aim is to extend to taxation 
tlie operation of a principle which Is com- 
ing rapidly into favor the world over viz, 
that it is wIro to trust to the local adminis- 
tration those tilings which concern it 
alone, and which on Hits account can best 
be fashioned and evolved by a local govern- 
ment. 

Among the many reform features press- 
ing for recognition are tlie exemption of 
personal property, of tangibles or intangi- 
bles, the exemption of new industries, 
machinery, of homes up to a certain value 
and various other plans beside the plan of 
the Single Tax for the exemption of every- 
thing but land values. 

To allow cities or towns so desiring, to 
mnke a test of any of these modifications 
of their present systems would seem to be 
a reasonable step toward determining the 
value or the worthlessness of euch, as one 
or all might find opportunity to run the 
gauntlet of actual trial, this too, with a 
minimum of risk to tlie state at large. We 
have yet to hear of the first objection to 
this plan. It is not indeed easy to see how 
such objections could obtain. Is not tlie 
time ripe to welcome the trial of anything 
that gives reasonable promise of being bet- 
ter than what we now have? 

Local option is not distinctively a Single 
Tax movement, and Its endorsement is not 
even by implication an endorsement of the 
Single Tax. Among the first to avail them- 
selves of Its provision would probably be 
those who desire to test the exemption of 
personal property with the taxes only upon 
real estate, laud and buildings. 

Comment was made upon three points of 
Mr. Edward Atkinson’s Transcript letter 
of the 15th, as follows: 

Mr. Atkinson figures that under tlie 
Single Tax a total national, state, und city 
tax of a fraction less thuti $ 20 , 000,000 would 
fall upon Boston, making a tax rate of $40. 
per thousand on its present land value of 
$482,747,000. Mr. Atkinson has surely 
made two grave omissions in his calcula- 
tions. 

First, he omits from his basis all fran- 
chises which are universally conceded to 
be land values. As these were carefully 
estimated at $($ 0 , 000,000 ten years ago— 
$ 100 , 000,000 would seem a moderate figure 
for today. Adding $100,000,000 to $482,747,- 

000 we have the larger and lienee more 
favorable figure of $582,747,000 for a basis 
of assessment. 

Secondly, Mr. Atkinson seems to lose 
sight of the fact that tlie land of Boston 
has an assessed value of $4^2,747,000 after 
paying already a tax of $13.00 per thousand 
or $0,565,359, so that tlie amount to be as- 
sessed on tlie present value of the land is 
not $ 20 , 000,000 but only tlie additional 
amount of $20,000,000 less $0,505,359 or $13,- 
434,641 

With this corrected basis of $532,747,000 
and a corrected tax of $13, 434,(>41 to be as- 
sessed we have a corrected and much more 
comfortable rate of 2 1-3 per cent, or $23.33 
a thousand, Instead of Mr. Atkinson’s $40. 
per thousand. 

Mr. Atkinson says— “Think of it a mo- 
ment. A lot worth $2000 today, on which 
a man might now put a house costing 
*3000 borrowing half the money or $2500.” 

Under Mr. Atkinson’s "single tax” rate 
of $40 per thousand, tlie man would not 
pay over $2<X) for the $2,000 lot on whioh 
lie would continue to pay his tax of $30 a 
year. It would umount to using tlie land 
under a perpetual mortgage of nearly its 
full value. Instead ni borrowing $2500 on 
his house and land lie would have only to 
borrow at most $700 on his $.3000 house. 
This is the very encouragement of modest 
homes that is claimed for the Single Tax. 

Liberal extracts were read from Mr. 
Shearman's Transcript letter of the 22 nd, 
in reply to Mr. Atkinson. Those present 
were urged to read this letter in full as 
well as tlie one from Mr. Garrison of same 
date und especially to read up the points as 
covered in Mr. Shearman's book, "Natural 
Taxation.” pp 129 to 132 and 224 to 252. 

The usual absorbing discussion followed. 
The next meeting of tlie club will be 
Monday, M ay Hth. 

Newton Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion. 

The uunual meeting was held in West 
Newton, Monday evening. Vice President 
Edwin B. Haskeil occupied the chair, and 
tlie room was well filled with an interested 
company. 

The secretary’s report referred to tlie 
anxiety which bus been current during tlie J 
past year, concerning the expected order 
of President McKinley modifying tlie ap- 
plication of tlie Civil Service Rules. .t 
lias been persistently reported that the 
president was about to issue un order ex- 
empting from the classified service about 
3000 places, and virtually opening the door 
to spoilsmen to this extent. It wus a 
source of much satisfaction to reformers 
thut tiiis order hud not yet been issued; 
ami it was greatly imped tliut this delay in- 
dicated, either that tlie order would not be 
issued, or would be much loss sweeping in 
its application than hud been predicted. 

In tlie state legislature a bitter attack 
upon the merit system of appointments had 
been made, and u bill reported to repeal tlm 
law. Tills, however, had been withdrawn 
because of an opinion of tlie Attorney Gen- 
eral that tlie referendum clause of tiie bill 
was unconstitutional. 

Mr. Bridgman, cliairnuiu of theexecutive 
committee, reported tliut the quietus to 
both legislative attacks upon tlie civil ser- 
vice had that afternoon, been given by 
action in both s* uute and house. 

The report of Treasurer 11. E. Bothfeld 
wus presented, showing u balance of $44.17 
on hand.

'Among the fallacies tenaciously cli ng 
to by person* who fancy themselves to be 
possessed of what. Is ealbsl the ‘artistic 
temperament’ Is that one which portrays 
the soulful tiiHit ns nn Invariable sent it 
when It come* to business propositions,” 
said a well known Washington violinist. 
“This is an amiable delusion which 1 am 
about to puncture to some small extent by 
relating a story of very recent occurrence 
as to Its fltmle. with the details of which I 
am perfectly familiar. It ’s a story of a 
violin and of the genuinely gifted ownor 
thereof. 

"This man is nnd has been for the past. 
80 years or so one of the finest of Ameri- 
can violinist*. Ho Is a Bostonian and hits 
lived in Boston all of his life, except when 
he has Ixmmi concert, touring the country, 
and he gave that up some years ngo He 
is a man of fine family, nnd ho traces his 
ancestry very directly Indeed back to the 
Mayflower and beyond. There has been 
a violinist In his family ever since the 
Mayflower got over to this side, nnd also n 
violin. The violin brought over by the 
Mayflower progenitor of tho Massachusetts 
family was a genuine nnd very valuable 
Stradivnriu*. In fact, It is otic of tho 
great violins of tho world todny It was 
handed down by hint to Ids eldest son. 
whom he mndo into a violinist and thus 
transmitted from sire to son, going always 
to the son who exhibited the greatest apti- 
tude for tho violin. 

“ It foil Into tho hands of this Boston 
violinist of whom I am s|>cukiiig more 
than 80 years ago, when ho was a young i 
lad It was a beautiful instrument in fin I 
ish, and its tone was magnificent. It was 
the one heirloom of tho family regarding 
which the greatest amount of space was 
consumed in tho many wills made by its 
owners since tho early days of Massachu- 
setts, and it hns been cared for through- 
out its long life — well, ns nn orchid is 
cared for during its short life Fabulous 
sums were offered for it by great European 
violinists who canto to the Uni ted States 
early in this century. Ole Bull made uu 
enormous offer for it upon his first visit 
to the United States, nnd he wrote to the 
father of tl»o Boston violinist unecasingly 
with regard to It Trout Europe, renewing 
and amplifying Ids offers A deaf ear was 
turned to all of these offers It was In- 
tended that the violin should always re- 
main with tho descendants of tho man 
who brought it over in the Mayflower. 

“Well, some time ago this Boston violin- 
ist, while traveling from Boston to New 
York to take part in a concert, got into a 
railroad smash up Ho was in the sleeper 
at the time of thecollision, with his violin 
alongside of him.
